Cleveland Expects All Office Holders 
To Fight for Gold. 


THEY MUST ORGANIZE AGAINST SILVER 


If They Do Not Assist They May 
Lose Their Jobs. 


EVEN CONTRACTORS TAKE A HAND 


There Isan Army of 200,000 Government 
Empioyes, and Washington and Wall 
Street Furnish the Sinews of War. 


Washington, April 22.—A strong and vig- 
Orous fight against the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, independent of interna- 
tional agreement, is to be made by the ad- 
ministration. With that end in view, offi- 
cers in the various executive departiments 
appointed under the present administration 
are being urged to organize systematically 
for the purpose of conducting the contest 
along the lines lad down in the president's 
message. 

Many of the higher officials who enjoy 
reputations at home as stump speakers 
Will probably take to the field early in 
the summer and others are even now eh- 
gaged in writing letters to their local pa- 
pers or personal friends, impressing upon 
them. the importance of sustaining the ad- 
ministration in the position it has outlined, 
Federal officers in the several states will 
be organized as a nucleus about which ail 
who uphold the administration or rather 
who are opposed to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, will be expected to rally. 
There are nearly 200,000 government ofii- 
cers, postmasters, internal revenue officers, 
customs officers, district attorneys and in- 
numerable contractors scattered through- 
Out the country. These will be expected to 
do the aggressive fighting in the field and 
will be amply furnished with documents 
and ail necessary sinews of war from 
Washington. 

Nearly all of the cabinet officers will take 
the stump for one or more speeches. Sec- 
retary Carlisle will certainly make two or 
more speeches in the Kentucky campaign. 
Secretary Morton will deliver an address in 
Chicago, and, perhaps, one in St. Louis. 
Secretary Herbert and Congressman Clarke 
will probably speak in Alabama. Postmas- 
ter General Wilson is being urged to go 
west and speak in Illinois and Indiana, and 
may find time to do so late in the summer. 

The president is represented as being 
thoroughly in earnest in the proposed cru- 
sade against free and unlimited coinage of 
silver, and will leave no stone unturned 
to prevent the free silver sentiment from 
gaining headway, and to crush it out if 
possible. As tariff reform was the test ef 
party fealty in his campaign for the presi- 
dential nomination, active support of his 
demand for the repeal of the Sherman pur- 
chasing clause the test of party fealty in 
1894, so in 1895 the test of party fealty will 
be uncompromising opposition to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver by the TUnit- 
ed States, independent of international 
agreement. Perfected state organizations 
with this end in view are now being form- 
ed, and these organizations will be extend- 
ed to the counties and even into districts. 


BUT HE THINKS IT, JUST THE SAME. 


Mr. Cleveland Says That He Is Not Re- 
sponsible for Morton’s Talk. 

Washington, April 22.—The president when 
asked this evening whether Secretary Mor- 
ton’s interview of some days ago on the 
monetary question might be regarded as 
representing his views, replied: 

“I am in no manner responsible for Mr. 
Morton’s interview, and knew nothing of 
it until I read it in the newspapers. When 
I have seen fit to say anything to the peo- 
ple on the money question or any other 
question, I have found it quite easy to do 
so directly and on my own account.” 

He Knew Mr. Cleveland Did Not Onbiect 

Referring to his interview of last Satur- 
day on the silver question Secretary Morton 
said this evening that he did not profess to 
speak at that time nor at at. any other time 
for the president or any other member of 
the cabinet. The sentiments were his own 
and he alone was responsible for them. 


SILVERITES IN TEXAS. 


John Reagan Addresses a Caucus of 
the Legistatuare. 

Austin, Tex., April .22.—In compliance 
with a call issued last week about one 
hundred members of the Texas legislature 
‘met in caucus tonight to take some action 
on the silver questicn. The object of the 
meeting set forth in the opening speeches 
of the leaders was to fix the democratic 
party in Texas on the monetary question 
during the next campaign. Railroad Com- 
missioner John T. Reagan made a speech 
in advocacy of silver at 16 to 1, saying 
that the question was in his opinion one 
of the most important that would come 
before the political world in years, and 
that the people demanded that silver—the 
people’s money—should be maintained on 
a parity with gold at its present ratio. 

A number of other addresses were made 
and it was demanded that a vogorous sil- 
ver campaign should be inaugurated in 
every section of the state at once in order 
that when nominations were made for the 
state to elect two years hence the lines 
should be drawn as between “free silver” 
and “goldbug’’ democrats. There is some 
talk of the silver members in the present 
legislature, of whom there is something 
over 100, issuing a silver proclamation, 
urging the people to rally to the support 
of silver. It is also intimated that John 
Reagan will be the standard bearer in 
the next campaign for these silverites 
on the democratic ticket for governor. 
From present indications and the action 
of the caucus tonight, a silver caucus will 
be called in July at Fort Worth to map 
out the entire campaign for the state. 


_. TENNESSEE FOR FREE SILVER.

EVANS DEFIES GOFF. 


Says a United States Court Has No 
Right To Interfere with a State. 

Columbia, 8S. C., April 22.—Another sen- 
sation was created today by the publication 
in The State of the fact that Judge Goff, 
of the United States circuit court, had is- 
sued another injunction against the state 
authorities, on the grounds that the regis- 
tration act of 1892 was unconstitutional; 
that there was sufficient fraud at the polis 
in the election last fall to vitiate the call- 
ing of the constitutional convention; that 
there was then a conspiracy between Till- 
man, Evans and others to commit frauds; 
that the agreement between Tillman, 
Evans, ‘Barnwell, Hemphill ‘and others 
Was a conspiracy to defraud the negro 
of his right of suffrage; that Evans as 
governor had sought to carry out these 
conspiracies by removing notaries for tak- 
ing affidavits from negroes; that the ille- 
gal acts of supervisors of registration 
were part of the same conspiracy, etc. 

The important portion of the letter reads 
as follows: 

“It is ordered that the defendants, John 
Gary Evans, governor of the state of 
South Carolina, and P. Butler McCoy, a 
commissioner of elections in said state, and 
all other persons charged under the laws 
of the said state with the duty of holding 
or managing elections for delegates to a 
convention to be held on the second 
Tuesday in the month of September, 1895, 
for the purpose of revising; amending or 
changing the constitution of that state, be, 
and they are, hereby enjoined and re- 
Strained from any and all action looking 
to the holding of such election or elec- 
tions until the further order of this court. 

“It is further ordered that said defend- 
ants do show cause why they, and each 
of them should net be perpetually enjoined 
from ordering, holding or procuring to be 
heid in the said state, any election or elec- 
tions fo delegates to a convention for the 
purpose of revising or changing the con- 
stitution of said state of South Carolina. 

“And it is further ordered that the said 
defendant, John Gary Evans, m2ke full, 
true and perfect answer, under oath to the 
iterrcgatories filed with the said bill, on 
or before the said second day of May, 
189h,’’ 

Governor Evans hurls defiance at this 
order in similar language to that emplayed 
by him in referring to the jurisdiction 
against the dispensary and declares that 
he will pay no attention to it. He made 
this statement today: 

“I have not been served with any order 
or any other paper from Judge Goff, but 
from the published accounts it seems that 
I have been enjoined as governor of the 
State of South Carolina, and Mr. McCoy 
aS a commissioner of election of the state 
of South Carolina, and not as individuals. 
The state of South Carolina is still sov- 
ereign and independent and it is my duty, 
under the constitution of the state, to exe- 
cute the laws of the state. I shall con- 
tinue to do this without fear of presump- 
tive interference of a United States cir. 
cuit judge. I shall treat the proceeding 
with the contempt it deserves. We will of 
course act at the proper time in a¢cordance 
with the respect due to the constitution 
of the United States; and at the same 
time all arrangements necessary for the 
carrying out of the will of the people in 
reference to the constitutional convention 
will be made and all duties required of 
me by the constitution and by the statute 
laws of the state of South Carolina will 
be faithfully performed. If I am in con- 
tempt of Judge Goff he must make the 
most of it.’’

EVANS NOT REPRESENTED. 


Counsel for Governor Turney Appears 
and Makes an Argument. 

(Nalshvj:le, Tenn., April 22.—(Special.)— 
The counsel for H. Clay Evans declined 
to attend tonight’s session of the commite- 
tee on the governor’s election, but counsel! 
for Governor Turney were ‘resent. 

Chairman Caldweil explained that the 
action of the committee was subiect to 
reconsideration and they desired to hear 
argument. 

Colonel J. J. Vertrees, leading counsel 
for Governor Turney, then began his argu- 
ment, which he had not concluded when 
the committee adjourned. 

Colonel Vertrees’s argument lasted over 
two hours. He said the legislature was 
not sitting as a court. He explained why 
the general assembly instead of the courts 
was given jurisdiction over gubernatorial 
contests. He argued that the dominant 
party were the people inanystate. Guber. 
natorial contests involved questions that 
were political and turned upon laws that 
Were enacted as party policy. Therefore 
an opinion satisfactory to the majority of 
the people was desired, and for this reae 
son the legislature was given jurisdiction. 
He then entered into an argument to 
sustain the committee’s action in striking 
out pleadings that were not specific. He 
argued that Evans saw he did not hav®é 
enough evidence to meet the democratic 
charges if sustained and purposely made 
his charges general instead of specific tn 
order to make political capital.

A Young Woman Insists on Speaking 
to the Prisoner.

As a bailiff took her in hana she ex- 
claimed: 

“No one shall touch me until I have 
spoken to this man.’’ 

The woman had evidently become insane 
from brooding over the murders.

The Mikado Issues an Imperial Procla- 
mation Fall of Wisdom, 


HIGH COMPLIMENTS 10 THR ARMY 


Harmonious Action on tho Part of 
All Made Victory Possible. 


NOW BEWARE OF THE SWELLED HEAD 


China Is Negotiating for an Indemnity 
Loan of 25,000,000 Pounds Sterling 
froma £Luropean Syndicate. 


London, April 22.—The Central News cor- 
respondent in Toxio telegraphs a summary 
of an imperial proclamation issued today to 
the Japanese people. The emperor says he 
lg convinced that the peace concluded at 
Shimonoseki will promote the national pros- 
perity, which has ever been his highest 
aim. 

The glorious result of the war had been 
achieved by the harmonious efforts of the 
whole nation. The ministers, the army, 
the navy and people’s representatives in 
the diet had done everything in their pow- 
er to make Japan strong and ready to real- 
ize. the emperor’s aspirations. They had 
omitted nothing in perfecting the plans of 
national defense. The soldiers and sailors 
of the empire had won everlasting glory by 
their behavior abroad. They had advanced 
and fought, unmindful of winter’s bitter 
cold and summer’s blazing heat, and they 
had triumphed = everywhere. They had 
earned a world-wide reputation for disci- 
pline and humanity. No praise was too high 
for their loyalty and valor and the glory 
both had added to the empire. 

At the same time, much remained to be 
done in the march toward higher civiliza- 
tion. It was to be hoped that the loyal 
Subjects of the empire would realize this 
and would guard against the dangers of 
vanity and conceit. They should cultivate 
a spirit of modesty and humility and strive 
to perfect their military defenses, although 
without going to the extremes of naticnal 
armament. They should promote education 
and seek to know the refinements—but not 
the effeminacy—of life. 

The emperor rebukes sharply those who, 
in the intoxication of victory, seem inclined 
to insult triendly powers and complicate 
the empire’s foreign relations. Now that 
the breaches of faith had been repented, 
the exchange of the treaty ratifications 
should inaugurate a period of forgiveness 
and friendship. Every endeavor should be 
made to, live in peace and good will with 
the nations of the earth. The emperor 
closes the proclamation with the statement 
that strict obedience to his wishes, as in- 
dicated in this document, will be exacted 
from all his subjects. 


EXTENDS TO ALL POWERS. 


dapan’s Getting Commercial Conces- 
sions Wnos Not Exclusive. : 
London, April 22.—A dispatch from Tokio 
to the Central News savs that in view of 
the various European misstatements and 
misrepresentations in regard to the Chino. 
Japanese treaty of peace, the government 
confirms that the commercial concessions 
obtained by Japan -were not exciusive, 
but extend to all treaty powers. Japan 
secured these privileges for the general 
good of all countries, and, therefore, ex- 
peets her efforts to meet with friendly 


appreciation. 
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WHERE CHINA BORROWS MONEY. 


Negotiating for a Loan of £25,000,000 
in Europe. 

Berlin, April 22.—The Cologne 
Says: 

The loan of 30,000,000 marks at 6 per cent, 
which has been concluded with a syndicate 
of German bankers, is merely a _ pro- 
vincial transaction which was arranged 
some time ago by the viceroy of Nankin. 
The Chinese government has opened nego- 
tiations for an indemnity loan of £25,000,000 
with a syndicate of British, German and 
French bankers. 

Enter Their Protests. 

Berlin, April 22.—The Koelnische Zeitung 
says that the German, French and Russian 
ministers in Tokio have addressed identi- 
cal notes to the Japanese government, pro- 
testing in-a friendly but energetic manner 
against the terms of peace. 

A Special Envoy. 
london, April 22.—The Central 
Company’s correspondent in Tokio 
that Ito Miyoji has been appointed special 
envoy to China for the purrose of ex- 
changing the ratifications. The Japanese 
legation here has not been informed of any 
joint action contemplated by European 
powers. It is denied by the officials that 
Great Britain is negotiating independently 
with Japan for commercial advantages. 
A Permanent Ménace. 

Paris, April 22.—The Temps says in a 
strongly worded leader on the terms of 
peace: 

“The treaty ‘will constitute a permanent 
menace to the interests of Europe. It is 
a grave infringement on the rights of the 
powers whose possessions have a common 
frontier with China, and Europe will find 
it difficult to understand or forgive the 
cone western power that is selfishly holding 
aloof and tis destroying the efficacy of 
the peaceful intervention of the others.”’ 


What Is Russia About? 

London, April 22.—The Tiimes correspond- 
ent in Kobe says: 

“The leave of ali the officers of the Rus- 
sian warships both here and at Nagasaki 
has been stopped and the crews are con- 
fired to their vessels. The Russian lega- 
tion has instructed the commanders to be 
ready to sail at twelve hours’ notice.” 

Let Them Settle It. 

London, April 22.—The Times will say to- 
morrow: 

“It is too easily assumed that the powers 
have the right to step in at the conclusion 
of the war and dictate the conditions of 
peace. The present appeal for a demon- 
stration of European concert is not 
justified, prima facie, either by precedent 
or policy. We believe public opinion on the 
continent, as also generally here, will let 
the question between China and Japan 
settle itself. We decidedly believe the gov- 
ernment wise in refraining from any share 
in bringing pressure to bear upon the Japa- 
nese.”’

The Bicyclist a Victim of the Kurds 
in Armenia. 

Pittsburg, Pa,, April 22.—Mr. = ee 
Langhans, of Allegheny, received a letter 
yesterday from a missionary in Armenia 
in regard to the fate of Frank Lenz, the 
man who left Pittsburg to travel around 
the world on a bicycle. 

Lenz was murdered by Kurds in Ar- 
menia, about one hundred and fifty miles 
from Constantinople, on the 10th of last 
May. The letter is dated March 27, and 
says: 

“Two days ago an Armenian arrived

a short stop, ani he tells me that the peo- 
ple of Zedikan, the last village on the 
Alashgird plain and just at the mouth of 
the pass over the mountains, told him that 
some of their people saw the body of a 
man on the road between Koord Ali and 
Dahr and near Koord Ali. They later un- 
derstood that it was the body of the for- 
eigner who was riding the two-wheeled 
cart.””

Four Spanish Warships in the Harbor. 
General Campos’s Arrival. 

Santiago de Cuba, April 22.—(Correspon- 
dence of the: United Press.)—Your corre- 
spondent visited many places in the prove 
ince of F*uzerto Principe and found every- 
thine quiet. No disturbances occurred 
anywhere in the province during his visit. 
He then proceeded to Gibara, where he 
found everything quiet and business going 
on as usual. From Gibara he went to 
Baracoa, where he learned that the alarm 
which followed the landing of Maceo had 
quickly subsided.*The town of Santiago 
is guarded at present by 1,000 troops and 
four Spanish warships are lying in the 
fiarbor.

The 
total number of insurgents does not ex- 
ceed 2,00 men, all of whom are confined 
to the interior of the province. The re- 
port that General Crombet has been killed 
is confirmed. Four of his command have 
been made prisoners. 

It is reported that Maceo is surrounded 
by government troops. 

The British warship Mohawk is coaling 
here. 
General Martinez Campos arrived out- 
side the harbor today and returned to 
Manzanillo after a consultation with Gen- 
erals Garrich, Saleedo and La Chambre 
on board the steamer Villa Verde. Gen- 
eral Campos’s ultimate destination is prob- 
ably Guantanamo. 

At the urgent request of United States 
Consul Hyatt the authorities here have 
hastened the inquiry into the cases of 
August Bolton and Gustave Richlieu, 
American sailors who were: imprisoned 
weeks ago on the suspicion of aiding the 
insurgents. They have found both men 
innocent and have decided to release them 
tomorrow. 


WATCHING THE CUBANS 


To Prevent Them from Seizing a 

Vessel Loaded with Arms. 

New York, April 22.—A special cable dis- 
patch from Colon, Colombia, says that the 
steamship Habana, armed with gatling 
guns and rifles, ready for action, has ar- 
rived from Venezuela. Senor Cactillo, a 
Cuban, bound from LaGuayra to Santiazo, 
is being watched by guards placed on the 
ship by the local authorities as if he were 
a whole band of pirates, The Habana 
sails for Cuba today. Spanish merchant- 
men visiting these waters are taking pre- 
cautions to prevent a. repetition of the 
episode of 1875, when eleven Cubans seized 
the steamship Montezuma. 
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SUICIDE? 


A Body Found Thought To Be That of 
the Insurgent Leader. 

Santiago de Cuba, April 22.—It is rumored 
that General Maceo, the insurgent leader, 
committed suicide because of chagrin at 
the failure of his expedition. A body has 
been found which, while it has not been 
positively identified, is believed to be his. 

Martel in Jacksonville. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 22. —Manuel Mar- 
tel, or Mantel, of yacht LaGonda fame, 
is in the city and will leave for New York 
in a day or two. It is alleged that his 
business in the United States ts to arrange 
for another filibustering expedition. Cubans 
here say he comes direct from Cuba, but 
he refuses to talk. 


NICARAGUA’S TROUBLE. 


How To Pay the Indemnity to Great 
Britain Is a Puzzle. 

New York, April 22.—The Herald’s spec- 
ial cable from Managua, Nicaragua, says 
that at a cabinet meeting Saturday night, 
it was preposed to cede to Great Britain 
Corn island, in the Atlantic, as an equiva- 
lent for her claim for indemnity. This 
proposition met with strong opposition 
from President Zelega, and another propos- 
ition was made to pay the indemnity by 
means of a forced loan. No definite ac- 
tion was taken on either proposition. 


MOVEMENTS OF NAVAL VESSELS. 


Cruisers To Go to San Domingo and 
Key West for Coal. 
Washington, April 22.—Secretary Herbert 
has ordered Admiral Meade to send the 
cruiser Minneapolis to Kingston to take 
on 500 tons of coal which remained in a 
colliery at that port when the fleet left for 
San Domingo, and which could not be sent 
to Colon on account of the exorbitant 
freight rates, The New York, Columbia, 
Atlanta, Raleigh and Cincinnati will sail 
directly from Colon for Key West, where 
nearly 4,000 tons of West Virginia coal 
have been sent for their use. Any portion 
of this that the New York, Columbia and 
Cincinnati do not need will be landed at the 
Key West naval station for future use, 
The New York and Columbia will spand 
but a few days at Key West and will then 
hurry to the New York navy yard to pre- 
pare for their cruise to the Kiel celebration, 
which occurs June 19th. Captain Evans, of 
the New York, expects to get away from 
New York for Europe about June ist, when 
Admiral Meade’s flag will be transferred to 

the Minneapolis. 

Secretary Herbert says one of the vessels 
will return to Colon from Key West, but 
all the others will come north. The Mont- 
gomery will be used to convey the members 
of the Nicaraguan canal commission to 
Greytown.

Donning the Wig, the New Speaker

At the Very Outset, However, He Trips, 
and Is Corrected by a Clerk—Ex- 
Speaker Peel Wadea Viscount. 


London, April 22.—The house of com 
mons which stood twadjfourned over the 
Easter recess, resumed its sittings today.

Then followed an exchange of salutations, 
the speaker and his party bowing to the 
royal commission and the assembled lords, 
who dignifiedly returned the salute. The 
speaker and the members of the house 
then withdrew. Upon his return to the 
house, the speaker retired to his private 
rooms, where he donned his robe of office 
and full-bottomed wig. Reappearing in the 
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house My Guily took the speaker's. chair, 


and in a brief speech said that as her 
majesty had signified her approval of the 
house’s choice of himself to fill the office 
of speaker he took this opportunity to re- 
peat his acknowledgments to the house 
for the honor done him. 

Sir William Harcourt announced that the 
queen had approved the petition of the 
house that her majesty confer a mark of 
royal favor upon ex-Speaker Peel, and gave 
notice of his intention to introduce a mo- 
tion on the subject. 

Speaker Gully made an excellent impres- 
sion. He has a fine bearing, a stately 
manner and a good voice. He has, how- 
ever, a good deal to learn in regard to his 
new position, as was evidenced by his trip- 
ping up at the very outset. When Home 
Secretary Asquith moved the second read- 
ing of the factory bill in the usual dumb, 
slow way by merely rising and lifting his 
hat, the speaker omitted to put the ques- 
tion, “Shall the bill be read?” until he was 
prompted by the clerk.

Father Phelan Makes a Bitter Attack 
on Christian Endeavorers. 


HE SAYS THE YOUNG PEOPLE FLIRT 


They Are Endeavoring to Get Married, He 
Declares— Other Priests Spsak 
Highly of the Society. 


St. Louis, Mo., Avril 22.—Rev. Father 
Phelan, pastor of a Roman Catholic church 
in north St. Louis, and editor of The 
Western Watchman, printed in his paper 
Saturday a criticism on Protestant lapses 
trom rules of chastity that has set the 
city in an uproar. The following are ex- 
tracts from the editorial: 

“The associations of Christian Endeavor 
and the Epworth’ League number over a 
hundred thousand young men and women. 
invery one of these expects, hopes, labors 
to get married. They are actively engaged 
in courting when not most actively en- 
gaged in singing and praying. These young 
people are very much in each other’s com- 
pany. There is perhaps not one of the 
ycung women who has not one or more 
beaux. Under such circumstances it would 
be the simple dictate of pru- 
dence to keep these people under sur- 
veillance. Catholics are terribly alive to 
the importance of marrying wisely and 
well. Hence, the care of the church for 
the young; her awful rigor in respect to 
the marriage tie. But outside the Catholic 
church the business of marrying and giv- 
ing in marriage is a thing of haphazard. 
Those two associationns go off from home 
thousands of miles and stay weeks from 
the parental roof with no one to protect 
them from the wiles of the vicious. Last 
summer 30,000 people met in a large city 
in the east and staid huddled together in 
hotels and private houses for two whole 
weeks. These 30,000 people were actually 
courting and they were thrown into pro- 
miscuouS company and free to roam at 
their own sweet will whithersoever their 
passion might lead. The corrupting ten- 
ceney of such heterogenous gatherings of 
young people cannot be overestimated, 
and for downright viciousness and deprav- 
ty, they have never been equaled since 
he horrid saturnalia of Greece and Rome. 
The history of these general conventions 
will never be told. But chapters without 
end could be written in the heart’s blood 
of aiflicted mothers. The double murder 
trial that will soon take place in San 
lrrancisco will disclese some of the traps 
und snares that are set for poor, unwary 
girls in these promiscuous assemblies of 
young church. workers. Purity little 
more than a medical term among our 
Protestant friends now; but will unchasti- 
ly become synonymous with wholesale suj- 
cide and murder? God help the poor girls 
who have no mothers to advise them and 
father confessors to warn.” 

Rebuked by a Brother Priest. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 22.—In regard to the 
editorial of Father Phelan, in The St. Louis 
Western ‘Watchman, casting aspersions 
on the conventions of the Christian En- 
deavor and Epworth League societies, Rey. 
tegis Canevin, speaking for Bishop Phelan, 
of St. Paul's Catholic cathedral, said to- 
aay: 

“You may say that we regret the charges 
made by Father Phelan, and we do not 
believe there any foundation for them. 
There is no good to be accomplished for 
Christianity by the propagation of such 
charges or by bigotry and such methods 
are to be deplored. Father Phelan is res- 
ponsible to no ohe but hiniself for what 
he says; he does not frepreséht the church 
in this particular, nor does he speak for 
any diocese of the church.

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FAST RAILROAD TIME 


Made by a Train from Philadelphia to 
Atlantic City. 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 22.—The Pennsyi- 
vania railroad’s line to Atlantic City had 
a record-breaking run yesterday, made by 
the special newspaper party from Phila- 
delphia to the popular seaside resort. The 
ferryboat to catch the train put out of the 
slip at Market street, Philadelphia, at 5:50 
o’clock a. m. precisely, and fifty-one and 
a half minutes thereafter the train came 
to a stop in Atlantic City station. The 
train left the station in Camden, six and a 
quarter minutes after the departure from 
the Philadelphia side, so that the actual 
running time was only forty-five and three- 
quarter minutes, the distance being fifty- 
eight and three-tenths miles and the aver- 
age speed was seventy-six and one-half 
miles per hour, This is the fastest time ever 
made between the Delaware and the Atian- 
tic ocean and is actually the fastest time 
ever made by a railroad train for the dis- 
tance, From Winslow to Absecon, twenty- 
four and nine-tenths miles, an average 
speed of eighty-tniree miles per hour, was 
sustained. The fastes* mile was 
made in forty-one seconu., which is an 
average of eighty-seven and eight-tenths 
miles per hour. This is the most notable 
performance in railroad speed which has yet 
- been made.

The cruiser Montgomery will be at Mobile, 
where, according to Secretary Herbert’s ar- 
arrangements, the board will join her for 
transportation to Greytown, und the vessel 
will remain there while the investigation 
is' in progress, As the board is compelled 
to report its findings and conclusions to 
the president not later than November Ist, 
it id expected that they will leave for the 
isthmus with the least possible delay, prob- 
ably first going to New York for a day or 
two to examine the plans and contracts of 
the canal company at its oftices there.

Miss Belle Harrison, a Friend of Gen- 
eral Lee’s, Is Dead. 


Richmond, Va., April 22.—(Special.)—Intel- 
ligence has reached here of the death at the 
famous and historic place, Lower Brandon, 
of Miss Bell Harrison. The deceased lady 
was a relative of ex-President Harrison, 
and a devoted friend to General Robert E.

About three months ago 
his successor was elected at Vicksburg, 
and when it became known that Rabbi 
Marx, of. congregation Temple Emanuel, 
would go to Atlanta, Dr, Bien made appli- 
cation tor the position, 

lie came on to Birmingham last week, 
though it was stated that the congregation 
wanted a young rabbi of recent graduation 
from the Union Hebrew college, at Cincin- 
nati. ; 

Nevertheless, Dr. Bien was allowed the 
courtesy of the pulpit, and Iriday evening 
last he delivered a sermon at Temple kemane- 
uel on the old and new customs in the 
Jewish religion. He explained the old be- 
liefs and modes of worship and the differ- 
ence between the old and ihe new ones, and 
in all gave a very good sermon. He secured 
& nuniber of the members of the congrega- 
tion in his behalf, but it seems the majority 
were in favor of a younger rabbi and one 
more modern, 

This morning about 10 o’clock the cham- 
bermaid at the Florence hotel, at which 
tabbi Bien stopped, discovered that the 
reverend gentleman. did not leave his room 
at the wonted hour, and at 10:30 o’clock, 
she used the pass key and gained an en- 
trance. Dr. Bien lay on the bed uncone- 
SCiOUS,

means were used to revive the unconscious 
man, but their efforts were in vain.

“The population of the city of Spartan- 
burg increased nearly 100 per cent in the 
last census decade and more than 50) per 
cent in the last three years. .-South Caroli- 
na leads the south in the cotton manufac- 
turing industry, and Spartanburg leads 
South Carolina, Spartanburg county has 
half as many spindles and 68 per cent as 
many looms as are operated in the state of 
Georgia; 27 per cent more spindies than 
have the two states of Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia combined; 72 per cent more looms 
than Alabama and uennessee put together, 
and more looms and spindles than the six 
states of Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Kentucky, Arkansas and Florida combined. 
There are seventeen large mills now in 
operation in Spartanburg county, and three

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STARTING OFF WITH SQUABBLING, 


A Hitch in the Arrangements for the 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons Match. 

New York, April 22.—A new phase devel- 
oped in the preliminary arrangements for 
the proposed pugilistic battle between 
James J. Corbett and Robert Fitzsimmons 
for the heavy weight championship of the 
world, a purse of $41,000 and a stake of 
$20,000. 

At a meeting at the Sf. James hotel yes- 
terday Fitzsimmons posted with the stake- 
holder the remaining $5,000 of his side of 
the stake money and then received from 
Joseph Vendig,. manager of the florida 
Athletic Club, of Jacksonville, Fla,, a 
check for the $1,000 promised him for train- 
ing expenses. After the transaction was 
completed, according to Fitzsimmons’s 
statement, he inquired of Vendig as to what 
date had been set for the fight. No 
definite reply was given him by the Florida 
manager to this query, and he was then 
asked what the club intended to do with 
its $5,000 forfeit if it failed to bring off the 
match. 

Vendig replied that the club had never 
agreed to forfeit $5,000 if it failed to bring 
the fight off. A hot dispute foilowed, in 
which it was developed that the $5,000 for- 
feit money mentioned in the articles of 
agreement had never been deposited by the 
club with the final stakeholder, Vendig, 
however, made a proposition to the effect 
that if he was allowed to name Texas and 
Colorado as the battle ground, in addition 
to Florida, he would post the $5,000 forfeit 
money, to be divided between Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons in the event of a failure to 
bring off the fight. This was emphatically 
refused by Fitzsimmons, who said last 
night: 

‘Vendig then said he would agree to 
call the fight off, so far as the Florida 
Athletic Club is concerned, and forfeit the 
$2,000 training money paid to Corbett and 
myself, if I-would give him a relase from 
further responsibility in the matter; but L 
refused to accept this proposition. I told 
him I would hold him and the Fiorida 
Athletic Club to the agreement he signed. 
He then asked me if he started a club in 
another state, and agreed to allow the 
$5,000 forfeit to stand, if I would fight 
Corbett in the arena of that organization 
for a purse of $5,000. I told him I would do 
nothing of the kind, but promised that if 
his bid was as high as that of any other 
rival club, I would give the club he repre. 
sented the preference, if he secured Cor- 
bett’'s consent, tut I will, nevertheless, 
hold him to the articles he signed for the 
Florida club so far as the disputed $5,000 
is concerned.”

Those present at the meeting were 
Chatrman W. R. Joyner, of Atlanta: Sec- 
retary H. A. Hills, of Wyoming, O.; Treas- 
urer D. C. Larkin, Dayton, O.; Chief M. 
S. Humphries, Pittsburg, Pa.; J. A. Archi- 
bald, Cincinnati, O.; Chief E. M. Carell, 
Nashville, Tenn.; Chief M. Sloan, Mobile, 
Ala 
‘Chief L. M. Jones, of Macon, Chicf F. 
J. Roulett, of Augusta, and Editor L. W.

COLONEL GLENN’S TRIP. 
He Has Appenred Before the Supreme 
Court in Washington City. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn is making one of the 
best legal fights of his life in seeking to 
remove the whitecap prisoners from the ju- 
risdiction of the federal court. 

His mission to Washington city, as out- 
lined in The Constitution a few days ago, 
was to apply for a writ of habeas corpus 
for the purpose of arguing the legal points 
in the case before the supreme bench. 

He conceived the idea of going to Wash- 
ington as soon as the two whitecaps, John 
Quarles and David Butler, were convicted 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for tan 


years, 

Having demurred to the jurisdiction of 
the court and this demurrer having been 
ovefruled by Judge Newman, it formed the 
basis of Colonel Glenn’s visit to the su- 
preme court of the United States, A de- 
murrer was also filed in the murder branch 
of the case, which was overruicd by Judge 
Newman, and Colonel Glenn set out for 
game with both barrels of his shotgun 
loaded, 

A telegram now comes from Washington 
stating that Colonel Glenn has arrived on 
the scene of action and that Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney has asked for three days in 
which to file the government’s brief. 

The following is the telegram, dated from 
Washington city: 

“Lawyer W, C. Glenn, of Atlanta, appear- 
ed before the supreme court today and filed 
his motion for leave to file petitions for ha- 
beas corp in the Quarles-Putler cases. 
Attorney Weneral Olney asked for three 
days in which to file the government’s 
brief. This was granted and Mr, Glenn was 
given leave to file a counter brief if he saw 
fit. Mr. Glenn will remain here until 
Thursday. He expects to get a decision at 
this term of court.” 

It will likely be a week or ten days before 
Colonel Glenn returns to the city. He in- 
tends to make a strong argument before 
the supreme court; and it will, no doubt, be 
the effort of his life,

Editor Stelo Arrested on That Charge 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS FOLLOWS 


It Will Be Disposed of Betore Judge 
Lumpkin Thais Morning—Solicitor 
Fits Is Her:<. 


Editor Orth Stein, of ‘The Lecking Glass, 
Was arrested yesterday on a warrant charg- 
ing him with libel. 

The arrest was made by Sheriff Grifin, 
of Bartow county, who reached the city 
yesterday morning, and the warrant Was 
sworn out by William Graham, of Carters- 
Ville. . 

The warrant 1s based upon an article in 
last week’s Looking Glass in which refer- 
ence was made to certain incidents in 
which Mr. Graham is supposed to have 
figured. No name was mentivred in the 
publication. 

A few weeks ago there was a Similar 
warrant against Editor Stein. He was ar- 
rested on a warrant sworn out in Madison 
charging him with libel. This warrant 
was also based on an article which ap- 
peared, without names, in The Locking 
Glass. ' 

K:ditor Stein fought the Madison war- 
rant.and demanded that an indictment be 
found against him by the grand jury of 
the county. In the meantime he gave bond, 
Which was accepted by the sheriff, and 
iclitor Stein was permitted to remain in 
Atlanta and conduct his paper. 

He may iave a more difficult task in this 
instance, however, as there seems to be a 
determination to take him to Cartersville 
for trial. It was probably surmised that 
Editor Stein would not permit himself to 
be taken to Carteréville without first mak- 
ing strenuous application to the law. The 
prosecutor in the case was prepared for an 
entrance into the legal field. 

Along with Sheriff Griftin came Solicitor 
A. W. Fite, of Cartersville, to as- 
sist the sheriff. in any legal complications 
that might arise. Sherit{£ Griffin would not 
accept a bond from Editor Stein and want- 
ed him to go at once to Cartersville. 
Friends of the editor took out a writ of 
habeas corpus and this issue of the case 
was set for a hearing before Judge Lump- 
kin at 8:30 o'clock this morning. 

Solicitor Fite is of the opinion that the 
bond which Editor Stein gave in the Madi- 
Son case is entirely worthless and that 
the sheriff had not the slightest legal right 
to accept it, as the mattcr of naming the 
amount rested with the judge of the court 
from which it wes issued. On the other 
hand, Jiditor Stein will take the samie posi- 
tion that he did in the Madison case and 
that [cditor Charles A. Dana did in his 
now famous case. Editor Stein contends 
that The Looking Glass is published in 
the city of Atlanta and that it is in this 
city that all proceedings should be had. 
lie does not believe that he can be taken 
to Cartersville for. trial. 

In the meantime Ju2ge Lumpkin has an 
interesting case awaiting a hearing and a 
decision.

THE PASSING THRONG. 

Mr. John Barker is a prominent banker 

of Toledo who has discovered Marietta 
and is profiting by it. Several winters ago 
when he was suffering from rheumatism 
ard the doctors wanted to send him to 
Mount Clemens to take the baths there, 
he rebelled. He said what he needed was 
to find a place where he could move about, 
and when a friend who knew talked of 
Marietta, he determined to‘try it on. He 
went there, in a week or two was able to 
throw away his crutches, and he has since 
been a well man. He now has a hundred 
acres near the little city, comes down 
every winter, and makes his Buckeye 
friends envious by talking of his Georgia 
plantation and the cotton he raises.

Mr. Barker is one of the old guard of 
Ohio democrats. Despite the overwhe,n- 
ing republican victories in the recent elec- 
tions, he has not lost his faith in democ- 
racy. 

“Of course, it is true that many demo- 
crats were disgusted with the work of 
the last congress and that, in my opinion, 
is the main reason for the overwhelming 
republican victcries in the congressional 
campaign. It has been estimated that 
ninety er a hundred thousand democrats 
staid at home at that election. In our local 
elections since, most of which went re- 
publican, the American Protective Associa- 
tion was the moving power. That organi- 
zation has a strong hold just now, but it 
will die out in time.” 

Mr. Barker is not an admirer of Gov- 
ernor Mckinley. He says that while Mc- 
Kinley will undoubtedly have the Ohio 
delegation in the republican national con- 
vention. a great many republicans are not 
at all strong for him. They do not régard 
the governor as a stroug or able man. The 
democrats criticise his administration jof 
affairs of state and declare that it shows 
anything but the stability and executive 
ability which a governor or a president 
should have in a high degree. 

“We don't think he will be nominated,” 
added Mr. Barker. ‘I mean ‘by that the 
democrats, and very many of the repub- 
licans, agree.’’

Editor Stelo Arrested on That Charge 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS FOLLOWS 


It Will Be Disposed of Betore Judge 
Lumpkin This Morning—Solicitor 
Fits Is Herc. 


Editor Orth Stein, of ‘The Lecking Glass, 
Was arrested yesterday on a warrant charg- 
ing him with libel. 

The arrest was made by Sheriff Griffin, 
of Bartow county, who reached the city 
yesterday morning, and the warrant Was 
sworn out by William Graham, of Carters- 
ville. ’ 
The warrant 1s based upon an article in 
last week's Looking Glass in which refer- 
ence was made to certain incidents in 
which Mr. Graham is supposed to have 
figured. No name was mentiored in the 
publication. 

A few weeks ago there was a Similar 
warrant against Editor Stein. He was ar- 
rested on a warrant sworn out in Madison 
charging him with libel. This Warrant 
was also based on an article which ap- 
peared, without names, in The Locking 
Glass. 

Kiditor Stein fought the Madison war- 
rant and demanded that an indictment be 
found against him by the grand jury of 
the county. In the meantime he gave bond, 
Which was accepted by the sheriff, and 
ilitor Stein was permitted to remain in 
Atlanta and conduct his paper. 

He may iave a more difficult task in this 
instance, however, as there seems to be a 
determination to take him to Cartersville 
for trial. It was probably surmised that 
Icditor Stein would not permit himself to 
be taken to CarterSville without first mak- 
ing strenuous application to the law. The 
prosecutor in the case was prepared for an 
enirance into the legal field. 

Along with Sheriff Grittin came Solicitor 
A. W. Fite, of Cartersville, to as- 
sist the sheriff in any legal complications 
that might arise. Sherit{ Griffin would not 
accept a bond from Editor Stein and wante- 
ed him to go at once to Cartersville. 
Iriends of the editor took out a writ of 
habeas corpus and this issue of the case 
was set tor a hearing before Judge Lump- 
kin at 8:30 o’clock this: morning. 

Solicitor Fite is of the opinion that the 
bond which Editor Stein gave in the Madi- 
Son case is entirely worthless and that 
the sheriff'had not the slightest legal right 
to accept it, as the mattcr of naming the 
amount rested with the judge of the court 
from which it was issued. On the other 
hand, Jiditor Stein will take the samie posi- 
tion that he did in the Madison case and 
that [editor Charles A. Dana did in his 
now famous Editor Stein contends 
that The Looking Glass is published in 
the city of Atlanta and that it is in this 
city that all proceedings-should be had. 
tie dues not believe that he can be taken 
to .Cartersville for trial.

Mr. John Barker is a prominent banker 
of Toledo who has discovered Marietta 
and is profiting by it. Several winters ago 
when he was suffering from rheumatism 
ard the doctors wanted to send him to 
Mount Clemens tto take the baths there, 
he rebelled. He said what he needed was 
to find a place where he could move about, 
and when a friend who knew talked of 
Marietta, he determined to:try it on. He 
went there, in a week or two was able to 
throw away his crutches, and he has since 
been a well man. He now has a hundred 
acres near the little city, comes . down 
every winter, and makes his Buckeye 
friends envious by talking of his Georgia 
plantation and the cotton he raises. 

Mr. Barker, who came down to consult 
with the exposition people about seiding 
e lot of literature to the Ohio manufact- 
urers, was giving his views on the exposi- 
ticn outlook. “Our manufacturers have 
no idea of the opportunity this will be to 
them,” said he. “I have been amazed 
at the strides that have already bee 
made and am going back to tell my friends 
at Toledo that if they let this opportunity 
to advertise their affairs go by they will 
regret it. They have no idea of the scope 
of the affair. 
in the fact that there was to be a south- 
ern exposition, but our manufacturers have 
not, as I said, appreciated its possibilities 
to them.’ 

Mr. Barker is one of the old guard of 
Ohio democrats. Despite the overwhe,n- 
ing republican victories in the recent elec- 
tions, he has not lost his faith In democ- 
racy. 

“Of course, it is true that many demo- 
crats were disgusted with the work of 
the last congress and that, in my opinion, 
is the main reason for the overwhelming 
republican victcries in the congressional 
campaign. It has been estimated that 
ninety or a hundred thousand democrats 
staid at home at that election. In our local 
elections since, most of which went re- 
publican, the American Protective Associa- 
tion was the moving power. That organi- 
zation has a strong hold just now, but it 
will die out in time.”’ 

Mr. Barker is not an admirer of Gov- 
ernor Mckinley. He says that while Mc- 
Kinley will undoubtedly have the Ohio 
delegation in the republican national con- 
vention. a great many republicans are not 
at all strong for him. They do not regard 
the governor as a stroug or able man. The 
democrats criticise his administration of 
affairs of state and declare that it shows 
anything but the stability and executive 
ability which a governor or a president 
should have in a high degree. 

‘We don’t think he will be nominated,”’ 
added Mr. Barker. ‘I mean by that the 
democrats, and very many of the repub- 
licans, agree.”’ 


Mr. Tom Brumby, one of the mcst promi- 
nent citizens of Marietta, puts it this 
way: 

“Cobb county is overwheimingly in favor 
of the free and unlimited coirage of. sil- 
ver. There is absolutely no question of 
that. As for myself, I shal! certainly not 
vote for any man who does not stand on 
that platform. I am going to vote for the 
free coinage candidate for president, no 
matter what party he represents. I feel pos- 
itive, however, that he will be the dem- 
ocratic nominee, for I believe that the 
democrats will come out squarely on the 
side of the money of the people..’’ 


General William Lee, of New York, who 
has been in the city for several days, Ieft 
yesterday afternoon for Columbus. The 
general is a well-known merchant of the 
metropolis and has for years been a warm 
friend of Major Dodge, now the manager 
of Atlanta’s beautiful Aragon. 

He told a new stexy on Dodge. 

“It was at the world’s fair,’’ said he, 
“the day President Cleveland was there. 
A party of us, including this man you have 
dubbed ‘major,’ were taking in the sights. 
When we struck that crowd of fakirs in 
Cairo street we decided to queer them by 
making them believe that Dodge was Pres- 
ident Cleveland. Such obsequiousness you 
never saw. And when ‘his excellency’ con- 
descended to favor the children of the 
sultan by taking a ride on one of the cam- 
els, they brought out some brilliant white 
trappings which they explained were only 
used on occasions of extreme state.

Mr. Lee gets his title of ‘general’ throug 
his close resemblance to General Fitzhugh 
Lee. His war service consists an an ex- 
emption—fron:—jury—duty membersihp in 
some New York military orgunization.

An Official Declaration. 

The honest voters of the country will 
heartily welcome such declarations as 
that made by Secretary J. Sterling Mor- 
ton, Which we printed in Sunday’s Con- 
Stitution. Mr. Morton is a member of 
Mr. Cleveland's cabinet, and his mental 
ealiber is such that the public can have 
no reasonable doubt that his views are 
based on and inspired by those of Mr. 
Cleveland which come fresh from the 
William Street Reform Club. 

Morton's views are those of the ad- 
ministration, and the fact that he comes 
out flat-footed for the single gold stand- 
ard will please the people who desfise 
straddlers and dodgers. It has takeu 
a good deal of coaxing to get the admin- 
istration to coms from under the cover 
on this question, and nothing but the 
great power of the William Street Re- 
form Club could have induced it to do 
so now. 

But Morton’s statements will clear the 
atmosphere. Heretofore every goldbug 
in the country—every organ and agent 
of the eastern money sharks, with one 
single exception—has been parading 
before the country as a “bimetallist.” 
For years they have been declaring to 
the people that they were not in favor 
of the single gold standard. They ad- 
mitted, over and over again, the full 
force of the arguments of those who 
favor the remonetization of silver. They 
acquiesced heartily in the facts of his- 
tory and experience. “We are true bi- 
metallists,” thev said, “but let us wait 
and see what Europe will do; let us try 
and bring about the restoration of silver 
by meaus of an international arrange- 
nent.” 

In this way the goldbugs have fooled 
the people to the tep of their bent. Ad- 
miitting the force of the arguments for 
silver, they have deivded the people by 
continuaily postporing the trial of the 
issue at the baHot box. ‘Two sham 
monetary conferences have been called, 
assembled in each instance by the con- 
sent of tue European shylocks and com- 
pletely in their control. Anoiher shai 
conference is now talked of, but the 
agents of the eastern gold gamblers per- 
ceive very clearly that‘ the eves of the 
people are now opened to their real in- 
tentions. and so they have decided to 
throw off “international bi- 
metailismn”’ and declare their real views. 

The hypocrisy of this gang ought to 
make them and plans of plunder 
and spoliation a stench in the nostrils 
of all honest men. Only a few months 
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ago, Morton was preaching the desirabil- | 


ity of an international conference, and 
the heneimen of the administration 
have made mapy efforts to read into 
some of his ponderous and platitudinous 
utierances a belief in an international 
agreement. A great many worthy peo- 
ple have been deceived by these efforts, 
but there many others who saw 
through the sham and mockery of inter- 
national bimetallism from the start. On 
more than one occasion, not only quite 
recently, but when the movement in be- 
half of Brussels conference was 
under wiy, The Constitution has 
warned the people that the whole affair 
was the result of a scheme on the part 
of the Rothschilds, their partners and 
agenis, to make the people believe that 
relief was to be had in that way. Thus 
far the gold gamblers have suc¢eeded in 
keeping the financial issue from being 
made directly, and they and their agents 
have managed to rob the people out of 
billions of dollars by the depreciation 
of the value of their property and 
products and the doubling of the debts 
they owe. 

The William Street Reform Club ad- 
mits that The Constitution hit the nail 
on the head when it denounced these 
fnternational bimetallists as hypocrites, 
for in the latest publication issued by 
the professors; of Clevelandism, they 
declare that “bimetallism is a delusion 
and a snare.” There is a deeper mean- 
ing to that declaration than appears on 
the surface. It is, in fact, in the nature 
of an admission that the eastern shy- 
locks and their agents have only pre- 
tended to be bimetallists in order to de- 
Jude the people and to entrap them inio 
submitting to the policy of robbery, 
plunder and spoliation that is the es- 
sence of the British gold standard. 

We presume that the money sharks of 
the east are now under the impression 
that they bave everything arranged for 
riding their golden car over the necks 
of the people. We presume they are 
under the impression that those voters 
who cannot be conivneed can be bought, 
and that those who cannot be bought 
can be bulldozed. No doubt they expect 
to fool some with the cry of “sound 
jnoney. The thief who is robbing you 
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gold sharks will cease to be “sound” 
when it ceases to rob the people by de- 
preciating their property, their products, 
their business and their wages. 


We are glad to see J. Sterling Morton, 


on behalf of the administration, come 
out from under the cover and announce 
that Clevelandism means the single gold 
Standard. Mr. Morton has official rela- 
tions with Clevelandism. When The 
Constitution announced several months 
ago that Clevelandism means goldbug- 
ism in its most virulent form, all the 
little cuckoos of the south ruffled their 
feathers and denied it, saying that Mr. 
Cleveland was for international bimetal- 
lism. J. Sterling Morton disposes of 
that illusion, and if the cuckoos propose 
to follow the administration they will 
have to fly off the fence and light in the 
camp of the eastern goldbugs, 

The issue is now practically made up 
and the hypocrites and dodgers will 
have to fight in the open.

Mr. Crisp’s Eligibility. 

The leading newspapers of the coun- 
try are now discussing the question of 
Mr. Crisp’s eligibility to the presidency. 

Various opinions are expressed. Some 
take the position that the Georgian is 
plainly eligible under the act of con- 
gress of lebruary, 1855, which provides 
that “persons heretofore born or here- 
after to be born, out of the limits and 
jurisdiction of the United States, whose 
fathers were or shall be at the time of 
their birth citizens of the United States, 
shall be deemed and considered, and are 
hereby declared to be citizens of the 
United States.” 

Undoubtedly this makes him a citizen 
of the United States, despite the fact 
that he was born in England, where his 
parents, who were American citizens, 
were residing temporarily. Just here, 
however, The Chicago Times-Herald 
raises the point that while Mr. Crisp is 
eligible to all offices created by act of 
congress he is not eligible to the presi- 
dency, because the constitution declares 
that “no person except a natural born 
citizen or a citizen of the United States 
at the time of the adoption of this con- 
stitution shall be eligible to the office of 
president,” and further, that “no person 
constitutionally ineligible to the office 
of president shall be eligible to that of 
vice president.” Our contemporary ar- 
gues that Mr. Crisp is not a “natural 
born” citizen, and is not placed upon 
that footing by the act of congress 
above quoted. It says: 

One of the oldest meanings of the word 
“natural” is ‘‘native’’—‘native born,” “‘in- 
digenous;’’ and consequently ‘‘natural born” 
means “native born,’ and ‘‘native born” 
means born in the particular country spec- 
ified, that is, in the United States. 

While these detinitions may rot be con- 
clusive of the case, and a plausible argu- 
ment might be made that the child follows 
the natural position of his father, no matter 
Where born, the condition raises enough 
doubt to exclude Mr. Crisp’s name from 
consideration before any convention. No 
party would place a man in nomination for 
the great office of president or vice presi- 
dent who might afterwards prove to be 
tainted with a constitutivnal disqualifica- 
tion. Admirable as has candidacy might 
prove to be, Mr. Crisp does not come with- 
in the range of presidential possibilities. 

Reference is also made Dy some of the 
newspapers to the fact that when Gen- 
eral Meade was suggested for the presi- 
deney the matter was dropped when it 
became knowr that he was born in 
spain. 

The discussion is interesting, but we 
believe that from. a legal point of view 
there is no doubt of Mr. 
Crisp’s eligibility. framers of the 
ecoustitution might have made only 
Americans eligible to the presidency, 
but they made an exception in favor of 
those who were citizens of the United 
States at the time of the adoption of 
the constitution. When this fact is con- 
sidered, it would appear that very little 
weight should be attached to the literal 
meaning of the phrase “natural born.” 
Surely a man who would have been a 
natural born citizen but for the accident 
of a temporary sojourn in a foreign 
land by his parents, must, according to 
the spirit and meaning of the constitu- 
tion, stand on an equal footing with all 
other natural born citizens. 

The point raised by The Times-Herald 
will do to quibble over, but it is not 
likely that many constitutional lawyers 
will take anv stock in it. We have 
never been advised that Mr. Crisp is re- 
garded as a. presidential possibility, 
either by himself or by his friends, but 
we do not hesitate to put on record our 
firm conviction that he is just as eligible 
as apy other American citizen.

The anglomaniacs of the eastern 
cities are in a flutter of delighted expec- 
tation over the report that the prince of 
Wales will visit Newport this summer.

A year or two 
before the war he visited this country, 
and was received with great cordiality 
and with all the honors due to a person 
of his exalted rank. At a ball in New 
York he danced with four or five young 
ladies, and The World now recalls the 
fact that several very ambitious young 
ladies knelt before him and begged for 
a dance.

fused the request is not stated. Every- 
where in the north the leaders of the 
400 of that day made fools of them- 
selves. They made the young prince 
the object of their adoration, and their 
worship of royalty was carried to an 
extreme that excited the amusement 
and disgust of the titled Englishmen in 
the party. 

The visitor did not extend his trip 
southward. He went only as far as 
Richmond, and in that city he had no- 
thing like an ovation. The. Virginians 
had an idea that they were fully as 
good as any royal foreigner, .and while 
they treated him with their character- 
istic courtesy, they did not fall into any- 
thing like the fulsome adulation which 
was seen in New York and Boston. 

If the prince comes over this sum- 
mer he will find a lot of tories who will 
be delighted to see him, but he will not 
find many of them south of the Poto- 
mac. The southerners would make him 
feel at home, but they would not be- 
have like a crowd of serfs seeking his 
recognition. That sort of thing is re- 
served for the anglomaniacs and the 
tories. 


Blackburn’s Challenge to Carlisle. 

The topic of the hour-in Kentucky is 
Senator Blackburn's challenge to Sec- 
retary Carlisle or any other goldbug to 
meet him in a discussion of the free sil- 
ver issue. ' 

The senator stands flat-footed for the 
restoration of the white metal at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and he believes that we 
can do it regardless of the policy of 
other nations. His recent card in The 
Louisville Courier-Journal bristles with 
good points. Among other things he 
Says: : 

In 1792 this country with only 4,000,000 of 
people was bold enough and proved itself 
able to discard the menetary system of 
Great Britain and establish one of its own, 
Which for nearly a hundred years met ev- 
ery demand and stood every strain that the 
growth and development of the country put 
upon it. I believe that the destruction (en.- 
tailed upon us by this demonetization pol- 
icy) of one-half of our redemption money 
has contributed more than any other cause 
to the shrinkage of all values, the depre- 
ciation of all property, the stagnation of 
trade, the paralysis of industry—the finan- 
eial troubles in which we now find our- 
selves. Whilst it may be true that the 
restoration of silver to its place of unre- 
stricted coinage and unlimited legal tender 
function may not prove a panacea for all 
the ills that we now suffer, [ am convinced 
that it will do more and go further in that 
direction than any -one piece of legislation 
that has been or could be suggested. * * * 

I agree with Daniel Webster, who in his 
day and even to this day was and is still 
held to be something of an authority as a 
constitutional lawyer. He declared that the 
constitution of the United States made gould 
and silver the redemption money of this 
country, and that neither congress nor any 
State had any rightful power to substitutes 
any other or to destroy. either the one or 
the other of these metals. If congress had 
he power to demonetize siiver, it must be 
conceded that it had the same’ power: to 
demonetize gold. It has seen fit to exercise 
this assumed power as to one of these 
metals. Had it exercised the power 
over the other the anomalous and some- 
what embarrassing condition would 
Obtained that we would have been left with- 
out any money at all. If they could strike 
down half they could strike ‘down 
a ¢ * 

For one to claim that he is a bimetallist 
coupled with the condition that bimetallism 
is to be brought abouc only as a result of 
international conference is a mere evasion 
of the situation. That is simply the work 
of tne lawyer who files an affidavit for a 
continuance. My friends in Kentucky, I 
am sure, Know my position upon this and 
all other puolic questions and are satisfied 
with it. Now, if there be one upon the list 
of announced candidates for the senate 
who wi.. avow himself an opponent of silver 
coinage and advocate a single vold 
dard, or in other words, who is in accord 
with the views held and advocated by your 
paper, and who will so declare himself, [ 
will ask and urge every triend of mine in 
Kentucky holding those views, and who in 
spite of tnat fact is now supporting me, to 
Withdraw his support from me and give it 
to the candidate who has been bold enough 
to make such a declaration. But I appre- 
hend that no one of these worthy gentlemen 
will make such an avowal unless he couples 
with it ar announcement of his withdrawal 
from tne canvass. If this be true—if no 
senatorial candidate will espouse or accept 
your views, what advantage comes to you 
by continuing a war upon me because of 
my convictions unless you are able to find 
in the list of aspirants some man who 
stands upon your platform? 

Commenting ou this ecard The 
Ville Post, a Cleveland-Carlisle 
says: 
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Senator Blackburn has issued a challenge 
to the administration and to the friends of 
the administratio1. He uttered it first in 
January in an interview in The evening 
Post, and he repeats it today. He makes 
his position clear—the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, regardless of con- 
sequences. It is a challenge which Mr. 
McCreary cannot meet; which must be met 
by the gentleman from Kentucky who is by 
invitation of Mr. Cleveland secretary of the 
treasury. It should have been met before, 
Under the defiance of Mr. Blackburn and 
Proctor Knott, the silence of the secretary 
savors too much of timidity. 

The fight for sound principles, for reason, 
for democracy must be made, and made be- 
fore the meeting of the state convention 
in June. Hard money democrats have wait- 
ed for Mr. Carlisle to speak; they have 
waited for some indication that he was in 
earnest, He is the natural leader in this 
contest, and he cannot open the campaign 
too soon, nor put tnto it too much of the 
fighting quality. The crisis is upon the dem- 
ocratic party in Kentucky, and it cannot be 
averted. Speak, now, Mr. Carlisle, or for- 
ever hold your peace. 

it is a critical time for Secretary Car- 
lisle. If he accepts the challenge he is 
ruined, and if he does not accept it he 
is lost. Senator Blackburn has driven 
him into a corner from which there is 
no retreat, and yet to remain there 
means certain defeat. The goldbugs 
look to the secretary to take the lead in 
the Kentucky campaign, and they will 
have very little use for him if he does 
not now come to their relief. It will be 
a spectacle for gods and men when the 
bedeviled secretary trots into the arena 
and gives the signal for the slaughter 
to begin.

We are glad to observe that southern 
Writers are turning their attention more 
and more to the work of preparing text- 
books for the schools. The field is a 
wide one,and there is a _ reasonable 
amount of profit in it. 

We do not mean to say that a text- 
book by a southern author is a rarity, 
but we do mean to say that not until 
lately have southern scholars seriously 
turned their attention to the prepara- 
tion of textbooks for the schools. We 
hear from various sources that several 
well-known Georgians will shortly come 
before the public as the authors of text- 
books. What is more, the critics to 
whom their books have been submitted 
find something unique and original. in 


| each—so that these new books are to be 


real contributions to the needs of the 
time. 

We think the educators of the south 
ought to take a pride in introducing 
these textbooks, not because they are 
southern alone, but because they are 
both southern and meritorious. We do 
not use the word southern in any sec- 
tional sense, and yet the absence of 
southern textbooks has opened the 
Way for various northern histories with 
decided sectional tendencies. A 
book by a southern author, other things 
being equal, ought ‘to appeal in some 
degree to the local pride of those who 
have in band the selection of textbooks 
for southern schools. If they come up 
to the measure of merit, preference 
ought to be given to them, to the end 
that. southern scholarship and southern 
genius may occupy at least a part of 
this important field of letters. 


Juries and Their Methods. 

The Philadelphia Times declares that 
the courts of Philadelphia are now mere 
machines run in the inierest of con- 
Spirators who bring groundless suits 
against property owners aud men of es- 
tublished reputation. The juries are 
composed of a low and _ irresponsible 
Class, and solid business men are prac- 
tically excluded. 

If there is any truth in this charge, 
the business men of Philadelphia should 
go to work to reform their bad jury 
system. They can do it if they will. 
The business men of every commubpity 
are the controlling power when they 
pull togethey.

(ne of the jurors was asked after- 
Wards how that conclusion could have been 
conscientiously reached. “‘We nearly, if not 
quite, all theught he was guilty,’’ was the 
reply, “but the forema.1 put the case to us 
In this form: The peace of two famiiies is 
involved in this verdict. The wife is sat- 
isfied, in the one case, of the  in- 
nocence of § her husband; the hus- 
band is satisfied, in the other, of the in- 
nocence of his wife. Will it rot be better 
for us to allow them to rémain so, than to 
rudely break this belief by declaring in our 
verdict the guilt of both? We acquiesced 
in this view, and thought that we better 
served the interests of socieiy than by do- 
ing strict justice.’’ Yet the subsequent 
career of the accused clergyman hardly 
confirmed that view of the case. 
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The conditious described by these two 
When juries fail 
to do their duty, and become the tools 
of corrupt men, there is no Safety for 
either life or properiy. It strikes us that 
the good citizens of and Phila- 
delphia should get together and reform 
the jury evil by adopting a system 
Which will eliminate corrupt and vicious 
men from the jury lists.

Imposing Ceremonies Mark the Formal 
Commencement of the Erection 
of the Building.

The most important dedication to the 
achievements of the artistic hand of south- 
ern womanhood ever witnessed in the south, 
took place yesterday afternoon when the 
corner stone of the woman’s building of 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition was laid, just as the bright sun was 
beginning to hide behind a bank of clouds 
lying over the western horizon. 

The occasion was perhaps the most nota- 
ble and impressive which will take place 
during the whole period of construction of 
the most magnificent exposition ever uncer- 
taken in the south, and the event will mark 
@ great stride forward in the advancement 
and progress of southern women. 

Long before the hour set for the begin- 
ning of the exercises, the people began to 
gather at the site of the woman's building. 
They came in carriages and vehicles of 
every description, and on the car lines run- 
ning to the grounds, When the first strains 
of music announcing that the ceremonies 
had begun, were heard, there were several 
hundred men, women and children gathered 
around the platform erected for the accom- 
medation of the participarts in the exer- 
cises. 

The exercises 
oiticers of the 
Free and Accepted Masons, 
auspices the ceremonies 
and most impressive.

The Ceremonies Begin. 

President Collier opened the impressive 
ceremonies on the platform by delivering 
an earnest and eloquent address in com- 
mendation of the woman’s board and the 
work it had done and what yet remained 
to be done after the event. which was then 
transpiring, At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress Mr, Collier introduced Mr. F. H. 
Richardson, the orator of the day. 

Mr. Collier’s Remarks. 

Mr. Collier said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: The occasion 
which brings together this large assemblage 
will be one of lasting interest, inasmuch as 
it marks the first public ceremony in con- 
nection with an enterprise which has com. 
manded the attention and the admiration 
of the civilized world. Conceived in a 
period of extreme business depression, the 


plans which were adopted But eight months 
ago, have grown until they have reached 
a point where the directors, who have been 
cognizant of this work from the very start, 
hardly themselves recognize the project 
which they launched so short a while ago. 

“The particular occasion which calls us 
together this evening is not, however, a 
mere incident in this enterprise, It is a 
distinguished and emphatic recognition and 
approval of a new and vigorous factor in 
modern thought and modern ctvilization 
which seeks to broaden and expand the 
sphere of woman’s usefulness and to strike 
from her the shackles with which centuries 
of ignorance and bigotry have bound her. 
This is an inspiration which calls us to- 
gether today and which insures beyond all 
controversy abundant success, the magnifl- 
cent labor of love which has been bestowed 
upon this enterprise, Occupying the relation 
which I do to this exposition, I take pleas- 
ure in bearing cheerful testimony to the 
energy, and the zeal, and the enthusiasm, 
and to the unselfish devotion of the noble 
band of women who have taken charge of 
this work and who have pressed it through 
in the face of the most adverse circum- 
stances, to a successful conclusion. Forced 
to glean in fields where we have already 
reaped a harvest, they have got together 
a fund which is the amazement of their 
friends as well as themselves, and in this 
bright, beautiful day I feel that their trou- 
bles are past and that when the gates of 
this exposition are opened on the 18th day 
of September next the portals of this build- 
ine will welcome an admiring throng to 
such an example of woman’s work and 
woman’s usefulness as has never been pre- 
sented upon this continent 

“In this work no agency has been more 
potent than that of woman, and I risk 
nothing in predicting that no department of 
this exposition will surpass in interest that 
over which they will preside, This victory 
has been brought about by patient hard 
work—of unselfish devotion, that has car- 
ried this work from its inception down to 
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their capacity to take care of their part In 
this great undertaking, With a zeal and 
enthusiasm and vigor and ingenuity before 
which men bow in admiration, they have se- 
cured the means to take care of their own 
department in every way. A woman has 
designed for women a building fit to be 
crowned queen of the gathered structures. 
It will be filled with the wonders of W92- 
man’s work, with gems of her brain and 
her hands. Within the scope of our entire 
region there can rise no building which 
will have a deeper significance or denote 
a happier tendency. It will foretell the 
coming of a better day for every woman 
who, through noble ambition or cruel ne- 
cessity, may strive to help along in the 
work of the world.’ 
The Masons Take Hold. 


When the band had played another selec- 
tion President Collier advanced to the 
speaker’s position and announced that the 
remainder of the exercises would be in the 
hands of the Masons, after which Acting 
Grand Marshal Banks commanded silence 
and order during the ceremonies to follow. 

The vast audience listened to and watched 
the Masonic exercises attentively, and dur- 
ing their progress noticeable silence pre- 
vailed, only the ring of dozens of work- 
men’s hammers and saws on the manufac- 
tures building nearby disturbing the pro- 
gress of the Masonic rites. 

Acting Grand Secretary Captain Z. B. 
Moon read the request of the woman's 
board that the corner stone of the woman’s 
building be laid by the Masonic order, af- 
ter which Grand Master Shannon said that 
from time immemorial] it had been the cus- 
tom among the craft of Free and Accepted 
Mascns to Jay the corner stone of churches, 
public buildings and monuments when re- 
quested to do so by those in authority. He 
then instructed the officers assembled to 
lay the stone in ample form, 

After another selection by the band the 
Masonic devotional exercises followed, the 
Lord’s prayer being delivered in a fervent

But £ am delignted to appear in 
that and also in the capacity of 
an humble citi: and join in my tribute 
to the women of Atlanta for the grand 
work which we are here today to celebrate. 
known as the woman's 
more than a year old, 
inaugurated as it was on the 9th day of 
January, 1894, and at the suggestion, 1 be- 
lieve, of a woman who is now absent—Mrs., 
Barrett, now a citizen of Washing- 
ton—who made the primary suggestion to 
that loval, good and true citizen of At- 
lanta, known to you all—Mr. S. M. Inman— 
who sureested it to the board of directors 
and prompt action was immediately taken. 
The first subscription received, not ony 
for the woman’s board, but the first sub- 
scription of any character whatsoever given 
to the exposition came from a woman, and 
that woman honors us with her presence 
today. I refer to Mrs: W. C. Lanier (ap- 
plause), of the city of West Point, and who 
has been indefatigable in her labors in be- 
half of the exposition since she started it 
with first contribution. On the 4th of 
January, 1894, the board took action recom- 
mending the appointment of a committee of 
five women to act aS a primary committee 
in the establishment of the permanent wo- 
man’s board. That primary committee ap- 
pointed by the then acting’ president, Colo- 
nel W. A. Hemphill, was Mrs. Lulie M. 
Gordon, Mrs. 'S. M. Inman, Mrs. R. 8. 
rett, Mrs. W. C. Lanier and Mrs. W. 
Felton Cy unanimous agreement they 
succeeded in calling to the front as the 
active executive factor in the development 
of this maryelous enterprise .a woman 
whose work has been the pride and the ad- 
miration, not only of every citizen of At- 
lanta and in every city of the state, but 
who has attracted the attention and the 
admiration of the whole country—I refer 
to Mrs. Thompsom (Applause.) 

‘‘Now my remarks are somewhat limited 
today by the fact that I am representing 
the Masonic order upon this occasion. I 
believe it was an edict of King Solomon in 
centuries gone by that no Masonic orator 
should speak more than ten minutes, So, at 
least, I was informed this morning by the 
grand master. 

“This cornerstone will be located on the 
northeast corner of this building. I violate 
no Masonic obligation, I am informed by 
the most worshipful grand master, when I 
state that the location of a cornerstone on 
the northeast corner of a building dates 
back to the erection of Solomon’s temple, 
and that this location was fixed at this 
point because it was at that point beyond 
the meridian where the sunlight never 
touched and hence, it found a resting place 
in perpetual shade. Unlike the stone of 
the temple, the stone of this building is 
erected that whatever may be its contact 
with the sun or whatever may be its rela- 
tion as to the shades, it will always be, we 
trust, under the everlasting sunlight of 
the smiles of the women of Atlanta, the 
women of Georgia and the women of a 
common country. No woman in Atlanta or 
elsewhere, no man, nobody, has ever work- 
more earnestly, has ever worked more 
zealously than have the women of Atlanta 
and of Georgia in the consummation of this 
grand enterprise.

Mr. Shannon’s Address. 

Right Worthy Grand Master John P. 
Shannon, of the grand lodge of Georgia 
of l’ree and Accepted Masons, then deliver- 
ed an address as follows: 

‘Friends and Brethren: The Masonic cer- 
emonies of laying a corner stone are about 
complete, a work that has been perform- 
ed by our royal craft for more than 2,000 
years. Our ancient brethren were practical 
builders, skilled architects, whose handi- 
work can now be seen in temples and mon- 
uments ages old. King Solomon's temple, 
erected and dedicated to the most high 
God, planned by the wisdom of the wisest 
of men, and built under his supervision with 
the assistance of the Tyrian king and the 
widow's son, was the pride of its age and 
the model after which such buildings heve 
been fashioned ever since. Ben2ath the 
foundation of the beauteous Egyptian nee- 
die, reared so long ago that history does 
not recall when; was found evidence that 
this wonderful structure was erected by 
Masons. The language inscribed upon the 
buried deposits was not intelligible, but the 
cabalistic signs engraved thereon were easi- 
ly understood by the craft of today. 

“As the years have rolled by thousands 
of foundation stones of churches and public 
buildings have been laid with the same 
beautiful ceremonies in every land where 
civilization extended, where God is recog- 
nized, where man’s. obligation to his fel- 
low man is respected, and where the duty 
each man owes to himself of preserving 
his mental and physical nature is unim- 
paired. 

“Masonry is no longer confined to actual 
building, but we, as worthy successors of 
our ancient craftsmen, guided by the figures 
of geometry, the beautiful orders of archi- 
tecture, and as patrons of the liberal arts 
and science, speculatively and symbolically, 
continue the same work the actually 
performed. We employ the same iessons 
that were taught when Solomon’s temple 
was erected by the three great builders. 

Lawful and Honorable Secrets, 

“Be it Known unto you that we be lawful 
Masons, true and faithful to the laws of our 
country, and engaged by solemn obligations 
to erect magnificent buildings, to be ser- 
viceable to the brethren, and to fear God, 
the great Arehitect of the universe. We 
have among us concealed from the eyes of 
ali men, secrets which cannot be divulged, 
and which have never been found out, but 
these secrets are lawful and honorable, and 
not repugnant to the laws of God or man. 
‘hey were entrusted in peace and honor 
io Masons of ancient times, and having 
been faithfully transmitted to us it is our 
duty to convey them unimpaired to the 
latest posterity. Unless our craft was good 
and our calling honorable, we should not 
have lasted for so many centuries, ror 
should we have been honored with the pat- 
ronage ot so many illustrious men in all 
ages, who have ever shown themselves 
ready to promote our interest and defend 
us against all adversaries, nor would we be 
worthy today to lay the corner stone of a 
building fashioned by pure women and dedi- 
cated to her advancement in all the arts 
and sciences, 

Pride of Our Southland. 

“Our oraft has aided in the erection of no 
buildings more in keeping with the teachings 
of Masonry than the one the foundation 
stone of which we have just placed in po- 
sition—a building where shell be exhibited 
evidence of woman’s skill and handiwork; 
a building which shall be the pride of our 
southland, for it is planned by woman's 
head, blessed with woman's smiles, and 
dedicated to displaying to all the world 
what has been accomplished by the ladies 
of our fair sunny south, who, thirty yegrs 
ago were the pampered wives and daugh- 
ters of a people who rolled in wealth and 
deemed any labor or thought beneath the 
dignity of their females; whose hands were 
never soiled with labor, whose minds were 
rarely burdened with thought. Now these 
same females have outstripped the men of 
this section, and stand in every department 
ot mental and moral culture the peers of 
their sisters in other lands! 

“As Masons who have ever revered wo- 
man, whose cardinal obligation is to 
defend her good name and “fame, 
and compel others to do _ likewise, 
we humbly bow at your feet and welcome 
you as patrons of the liberal arts and 
sciences which have been cultivated by 
Masons from the foundation of our order. 
We only beg that you do not inquire too 
closely into the mysteries of our ancient 
order, not that you would disclose its se» 
crets, but we implore you to leave us one 
place and ©ne order where we can reign 
supreme. We worship you always; your 
beauty we adore; your virtues we defend: 
but leave us our lodges where we can, at 
least, imagine that we are monarchs of all 
we survey. 

“But, my brethren, a word to you. There 
is a deeper meaning attached to these cere- 
monies to which I would direct your atten- 
tion. Masonry is mortality. The erection 
of a temporal structure, even under the 
auspices of lovely woman, and dedicated 
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@ work in which we discharge our duty 
in a perfunctory way, engaged in the 
empty show, if we do not draw from it les- 
sons for the improvement of the ‘pro- 
fane,’ and more especially for ourselves. 
“This corner stone rests upon a secure 
foundation. It has been firmly laid and 
well tried, but upon what does a founda- 
tion stone of our moral superstructure rest?

Mr. Howell was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause when he stepped forward and 
said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—I was not noti- 
fied until this moraing that I was to take 
part in the Masonic exercises and represent 
the Masonic order under whose auspices the

But £ am delignted to appear in 
t capacity, and also in the capacity of 
humble citizen and join in my tribute 
the women Atlenta for the grand 
rk which we are here today to celebrate. 
known as the woman's 
more than a year old, 
inaugurated was on the 9th day of 
January, 18%, and at the suggestion, 1 be- 
lieve, of a woman who is now absent—Mrs. 
R. S. Barrett, now a citizen of Washing- 
ton—who made the primary suggestion to 
that loyal, good and t: citizen of At- 
lanta, known to you all—Mr. S. M. Inman— 
who suggested it to the board of directors 
and prompt action was immediately taken. 
The first subscripiion received, not. ony 
for the woman’s board, but the first sub- 
scription of any character whatsoever given 
to the exposition came: from a woman, and 
that woman honors us with her presence 
today. I refer to Mrs: W. C. Lanier (ap- 
plause), of the city of West Point, and who 
has been indefatigable in her labors in be- 
half of the exposition since she started it 
with the first contribution. On the Sth of 
January, 1894, the board took action recom- 
mending the appointment of a committee of 
five women to act aS a primary committee 
in the establishment of the permanent wo- 
man’s board. That primary committee ap- 
pointed by the then acting’ president, Colo- 
nel W. A. Hemphill, was Mrs. Lulie M. 
Gordon, Mrs. S. M. Inman, Mrs. R. 8. Bar- 
rett, Mrs. W. C. Lanier and Mrs. W. H. 
Felton Py unanimous agreement they 
succeeded in calling to the front the 
active executive factor in the development 
of this marvelous enterprise a woman 
whose work has been the pride and the ad- 
miration, not only of every citizen of At- 
lanta and in every city of the state, but 
who has attracted the attention and the 
admiration of the whole country—I refer 
to Mrs. Thompson. (Applause.) 

“Now my remarks are somewhat limited 
today by the fact that I am representing 
the Masonic order upon this occasion. I 
believe it was an edict of King Solomon in 
centuries gone by that no Masonic orator 
should speak more than ten minutes, So, at 
least, I was informed this morning by the 
grand master. 

‘This cornerstone will be located on the 
northeast corner of this building. I violate 
no Masonic obligation, I am informed by 
the most worshipful grand master, when I 
state that the location of a cornerstone on 
the northeast corner of a building dates 
back to the erection of Solomon’s temple, 
and that this location was fixed at this 
point because it was at that point beyond 
the meridian where the sunlight never 
touched and hence, it found a resting place 
in perpetual shade. Unlike the stone of 
the temple, the stone of this building is 
erected that whatever may be its contact 
with the sun or whatever may be its rela- 
tion as to the shades, it will always be, we 
trust, under the everlasting sunlight of 
the smiles of the women of Atlanta, the 
women of Georgia and the women of a 
common country. No woman in Atlanta or 
elsewhere, no man, nobody, has ever work- 
has ever worked more 
zealously than have the women of Atlanta 
and of Georgia in the consummation of this 
grand enterprise. I have no doubt that a 
great many of the gentlemen here have had 
to stay at home wights to take care of the 
babies (laughter) and attend to other do- 
mestic duties, but turn about is fair play, 
and while I ‘have not done it, as my wife 
suggests, if J had, it would have been all 
right, because I would ‘thhave been delighted 
to make this sacrifice to the glory and to 
the welfare of the city of Atlanta and to 
our exposition. These womeh have as- 
sembled at their places of meeting once or 
twice or three times a week now for more 
than a year. Day in and day out they have 
been earnest in their labors. They have 
called upon the ‘people of Atlanta for aid 
and the people hove responded bountifully. 
And let me say in this connection that the 
public spirit, that the liberality, that the 
enterprise of the people of Atlanta has not 
been more beautifully told, more splendidly 
represented than tn the magnificent manner 
that they have responded to the women in 
their appeals for assistance.

had been complied with the grand master, 
accompanied by the grand deacons, ap- 
proached the -corner stone, the grand mas- 
ter laying his hands on the stone and say- 
ing: 

“Almighty and eternal God, by whom 
all things were made, grant that whatso- 
ever shall he builded on this stone may be 
to Thy glory and to the nonor of Thy 
name, to which be pruise forever. Long 
preserve the ’structure from decay, and 
grant to us all a supply of the corn of 
nourishment, the wine of refreshment, and 
the oil of joy. Amen!’ 

The grand master then struck the stone 
three times with the gavel, and the public 
grand honors were given. 

Mrs. Peters Represents Miss Mercur. 

At this instant an unusual exception was 
made in the form and rules of the Masonic 
corner stone laying, the grand master, in- 
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stead of delivering over to the grand arche- 
itect the implements of architecture, as is 
usual, stepped forward toward the ladies 
of the woman’s board, and. requested the 
representative of Miss Mercur, the archi- 
tect who drew the plans and designs cf the 
woman’s building, to come on the platform, 

Mrs. Edward C. Peters, the representa- 
tive of Miss Mercur, was escorted tiren 
the platform and when she had taken a 
position in front of the grand master, that 
Official said: 

“Having laid the foundation stone of this 
Structure, for the first time in the history 
of the Masonic order, I now depart from 
the ancient custom and deliver these im- 
plements of our profession into your hands, 
as the representative of Miss Mercur, the 
architect, entrusting with full confidence 
that you will deliver tham to Miss Mer- 
cur.’’ 

Mrs. Peters’s graceful acceptance of the 
implements placed in her care, Was greet- 
ed with a round of applause. 

Mr. Shannon’s Address. 

Right Worthy Grand Master John P. 
Shannon, of the grand lodge of Georgia 
of Free and Accepted Masons, then deliver- 
ed an address as follows: 

“Friends and Brethren: The Masonic cer- 
emonies of laying a corner stone are about 
complete, a work that has been perform- 
ed by our royal craft for more than 2,600 
years. Our ancient brethren were practical 
builders, skilled architects, whose handi- 
work can now be seen in temples and mon- 
uments ages old. King Solomon's temple, 
erected and dedicated to the most high 
God, planned by the wisdom of the wisest 
of men, and built under his supervision with 
the assistance of the Tyrian king and the 
widow's son, was the pride of its age and 
the model after which such buildings heve 
been fashioned ever since. Ben2ath the 
foundation of the beauteous Egyptian nee- 
die, reared so long ago that history does 
not recall when; was found evidence that 
this wonderful structure was erected by 
Masons. The language inscribed upon the 
buried deposits was not intelligible, but. the 
cabalistic signs engraved thereon were easi- 
ly understood by the craft of today. 

“As the years have rolled by thousands 
of foundation stones of churches and public 
buildings have been laid with the same 
beautiful. ceremonies in every land where 
civilization extended, where God is recog- 
nized, where man’s obligation to his fel- 
low man is respected, and where the duty 
each man owes to himself of preserving 
his mental and physical nature is unim- 
paired. 

“‘Masonry is no longer confined to actual 
building, but we, as worthy successors of 
our ancient craftsmén, guided by the figures 
of geometry, the beautiful orders of archi- 
tecture, and as patrons of the liberal arts 
and science, speculatively and symbolically, 
continue the same work the actually 
performed. We employ the same iessons 
that were taught when Solomon’s temple 
was erected by the three great builders. 

Lawful and Honorable Secrets, 

“Be it Known unto you that we be lawful 
Masons, true and faithful to the laws of our 
country, and engaged by solemn obligations 
to erect magnificent buildings, to be ser- 
viceable to the brethren, and to fear God, 
the great Architect of the universe. We 
have among us concealed from the eyes of 
ali men, secrets which cannot be divulged, 
and which have never been found out, but 
these secrets are lawful and honorable, and 
not repugnant to the laws of God or man. 
hey were entrusted in peace and honor 
io Masons of ancient times, and having 
been faithfully transmitted to us it is our 
duty to convey them unimpaired to .the 
latest posterity. Unless our craft was good 
and our calling honorable, we should not 
have lasted for so many centuries, ror 
should we have been honored with the pat- 
ronage ot so many illustrious men in all 
ages, who have ever shown themselves 
ready to promote our interest and defend 
us against all adversaries, nor would we be 
worthy today to lay the corner stone of a 
building fashioned by pure women and dedi- 
cated to her advancement in all the arts 
and sciences, 

Pride of Our Southland. 

“Our oraft has aided in the erection of no 
buildings more in keeping with the teachings 
of Masonry than the one the foundation 
stone of which we have just placed in po- 
sition—a building where shell be exhibited 
evidence of woman’s skill and handiwork; 
a building which shall be the pride of our 
southland, for it is planned by woman’s 
head,. blessed with woman’s smiles, and 
dedicated to displaying to all the world 
what has been accomplished by the ladies 
of our fair sunny south, who, thirty yegrs 
ago were the pampered wives and daugh- 
ters of a people who rolled in wealth and 
deemed any labor or thought beneath the 
dignity of their females; whose hands were 
never soiled with labor, whose minds were 
rarely burdened with thought. Now these 
same females have outstripped the men of 
this section, and stand in every department 
ot mental and moral culture the peers of 
their sisters in other lands! 

“As Masons who have ever revered wo- 
man, whose cardinal obligation is to 
defend her good name and “fame, 
and compel others to do _ likewise, 
we humbly bow at your feet and welcome 
you as patrons of the liberal arts and 
sciences which have been cultivated by 
Masons from. the foundation of our order. 
We only beg that you do not inquire too 
closely into the mysteries of our ancient 
order, not that you would disclose its se+ 


crets, but we implore you to leave us one 


place and ©ne order where we can reign 
supreme. We worship you always; your 
beauty we adore; your virtues we defend: 
but leave us our lodges where we can, at 
least, imagine that we are monarchs of all 
we survey. 

“But, my brethren, a word to you. There 
is a deeper meaning attached to these cere- 
monies to which I would direct your atten- 
tion. 
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@ work in which we discharge our duty 
in a perfunctory way, engaged in the 
empty show, if we do not draw from it les- 
sons for the improvement of the ‘pro- 
fane,’ and more especially for ourselves. 
“This corner stone rests upon a secure 
foundation. It has been firmly laid and 
well tried, but upon what does a founda- 
tion stone of our moral superstructure rest?

The Corner Stone Laid. 

Upon the conclusion of Grand Master 
Shannon’s address he commanded the 
grand marshal to make proclamation that 
the corner stone had been laid in ample 
and ancient form, which was done, after 
which the Masonic ceremonies were con- 
cluded by the delivery of the benediction 
by the acting grand chaplain. 

Mrs. Thompson’s Speech. 

Mrs. Joseph Thompson, president of the 
woman’s board, was then escorted from 
her seat among her associates to the plat- 
form amid tumultuous applause which dem- 
onstrated the high regard and esteem in 
which she is held by the people for her 
noble work in behalf of her sex. 

Mrs. Thompson was presented to the 
audience by President Collier, and she said 
that she desired to thank all who had so 
kindly taken part in the day’s exercises, 
assuring them that the deepest apprecia- 
tion of every member of the woman's 
board was extended to them. 

Mrs. Thompsan’'s speech was delivered in 
a delightfully clear and entertaining man- 
ner and she was frequently interrupted 
with applause. Mrs. Thompson said: 

“It is my pleasant privilege to represent 
the board of woman managers in returning 
thanks to the gentlemen of the Masonic 
order for their impressive ceremonies on 
this significant occasion. We shall always 
associate our woman’s building with grate- 
ful recollections of the courtesy and good 
will of the Masons of Georgia. 

“T must thank Colonel Kellogg for the 
delightful music furnished by the Fifth 
infantry band, and as for the eloquent 
speeches of these gentlemen in our behalf, 
I scarcely know what to say, unless it is to 
assure them that their encouraging words 
will be a stimulus to renewed zeal on our 
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part to the full accomplishment of the 


work we have undertaken. 

“It is impossible at«this time to make 
reference to the many agencies which have 
contributed to what we have done, but I 
cannot Smit mention of the one that has 
been the keystone to the arch, the one 
that has been most potent since the incep- 
tion of this work, and is indeed responsible 
for it—the press. 

“I cannot conclude without grateful ac- 
knowledgment cf the unvarying kindness 
of our honored president, Mr. Collier, who 
has been ever lenient with our faults, and 
ever generous and considerate of our 
wishes. Indeed our thanks are due the 
entire board; to the directors, and lastly 
to this large audience which has honored 
us with its presence on this occasion.” 

Mrs. Thompson’s address concluded the 
exercises of the day and the great audi- 
ence immediately began to disperse, by 
the strains of a concluding selection of 
music by the band. Many of the visitors 
devoted the remainder of the evening to 
going over the grounds, seeing the condi- 
tion and progress of the work. 

Governor Atkinson's Absence. 

Much’ disappointment was’ expressed 
among the woman's board and the visitors 
at the failure of Governor Atkinson to be 
present at the exercises, he having ac- 
cepted an invitation to make an address 
on the occasion. 

Governor Atkinson was ‘seen last night 
by a Constitution reporter and when asked 
about the reason of his absence expressed 
the greatest regret. at being prevented 
from being present by the lateness of a 
train. 

The exercises were originally set to take 
place on Thursday of last week and Gov- 
ernor Atkinson was in- the city on that 
date, but was called ti Washington later. 
He said that none could regret his absence 
more than he himself. 


GOVERNOR MORTON COMING. 
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New York Will Be Represented at the 
Exposition in Great Style. 

Albany, N. Y., April 22.—In the assem- 
bly tonight Mr. Ainsworth, the republican 
leader, offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, providing that the president of 
the senate, with three senators, the speaker 
of the house and five members constitute a 
eccmmittee to attend the Cotton States and 
International exposition to be held at At- 
lanta, Ga., next fall, and the opening of 
the Chickamauga and Chattanooga Na- 
tional park, to take place September 19th 
and 20th of this year. The governor and 
his staff are also to be present with the 
legislative committee.

evi P. Morton, Mrs. A. Howard Town- 
send, president of the Colonial Dames of 
America; Mrs. Donald McLean, regent: of 
the New York chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, and Mrs. 
Mary B. Plant, of New York city, who 
are to constitute a commission to see that 
this state is appropriaeely represented at 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition to be held at Atlanta, Ga., this fall. 


FLAMES IN THE PATENT OFFICE 


Caused by the Explosion of Chemi- 
cals—Several Narrow Escapes. 

Washington, April 22.—The United Stafes 
patent office was for the third time visited 
by fire about 1:15 o’clock this afternoon. 
The scene of the blaze was in the southe- 
west corner of the basement in the photo- 
graphic blue-print room, close to a crowd- 
ed public theroughfare. Mr. Flint, chief 
of this room, was pouring ether into a 
five-gallon bottle when the bottle fell to 
the slate floor and broke, the contents 
running along the place. Mr. Flint began 
sweeping it toward the door, remarking 
to those about to be careful with lamps, 
ete. Some of the fluid réached the stove 
and there was an explosion, which was 
quickly foHowed by a second: with con- 
blowing up about seventy- 

Mr. Flint was blown through 
his head striking a mass of 
papers in the hallway. He arose, his 
clothing in flames, and rushed for the 
area, calling for help. 

Besides Mr. Fiint there were in the 
room at the time of the explosion Assis- 
tant Photographer Theilkill, J. B. Wheat, 
Jr.. J. E. Latimer and Mr. Balckage, as- 
sistants. Mr. Wheat was standing near 
Mr. Flint and was also blown through a 
door, his hair ablaze and clothing torn. 
He received no permanent injuries and ate 
tended to Mr. Flint. 

Mr. Latimer was biown through the open 
window and on to the lawn and was fol- 
lowed through the. adjoining window by 
Mr. Baleckage, who was in the darkroom 
at the time. 

Mr. Theilkill was blown across the room 
‘by the ffirst explosion “and was blown 
through the window by the second. His 
escape from injury was a miracle. His 
apron was on fire, his head singed, his 
hat blown into fragments and his coat torn 
in numerous places. 

Stored in the room were eighteen gallons 
of collodion, twenty gallons of ether and 
100 pounds of guncotton. Of course these 
and everything else in the room were to- 
tally destroyed. 

By 3 o’clock quiet was restored about the 
building and the panic-stricken clerks, 
many of whom had rushed out of the 
building screaming, resumed their work. 

The loss was about $1,500, principally in 
photographic apparatus. Most of the origi- 
nal drawings were saved and of those dee 
stroyed a good many can be replaced. 

Along the halls in the vicinity were 
stored a number of files which contained 
records of the office and other papers and 
a great number of these were damaged by 
water. 

Public : attention has frequently been call- 
ed to the danger to human life ard also 
to public property occasioned by the ex- 
amination of explosives and by other 
dangerous vocations and the storage of 
great quantities of chemicals in the patent 
office. The patent office has twice pre- 
viously been on fire. In 1877 a fire occurred 
there which burned for twenty hours and 
totally destroyed the museum of the 
patent office, necessitating the entire re- 
construction of that portion of the 
terior department building.

A mag- 
nificent audience was. present, the house 
presenting a striking appearance with the 
many beautiful women in evening costume, 
and though it was an audience inclined at 
first to be coldly critical it became highly 
enthusiastic -before the eveaing was over. 
While the production draggea somewhat 
at the start, there was less of this than it 
would be natural under the circumstances 
to expect. The heavy rehearsing necessary 
to the preparation of four operas for pro- 
duction the first three days of the com- 
pieny’s engagement—and that a new com- 
pany—had its effect, which was noticeable 
in the work of-.the chorus in the eariier 
numbers, but from the entrance of the 
toreador things moved with mack more vim 
and snap.

| ths Woman’s Building May Be Built on 
the Driving Clad Grounds, 


A COMMITTEE APPOINTED YESTERDAY 


The Question Will Be Determined at Once 
The Building Will ‘take the Place 
ofthe Club House. 


From the’charming height now crown- 
ed by the clubhouse of the Piedmont Driv. 
ing Club the woman’s building will doubt- 
less look down upon the exposition, 

A movement started yesterday morning 
by President Collier, and, at once put into 
meeting with hearty commen- 
dation on every hand, will almost certainly 
result in the change of location. 

After the iaying of the corner stone ot 
the weman’s building yesterday afternoon, 
there was a special called session of twe 
directors to consider the proposed change, 
and a committee of four, of which Presti- 
dent Collier is chairman, was appointed 
to take up the matter and take immediate 
steps to make a gatisfactory arrangement 
by which the change may be made. 

The idea of making the change in the 
site of the woman’s building only originat- 
ed yesterday morning, but no thought 
ever met with more enthusiasfic reception. 
The proposition involves some radical 
changes in the present plans of the ex- 
position and of the driving club. 

The change will add greatly to the ap- 
pearance of the grounds and will be of 
benefit to all concerned. If the change is 
carried out the driving clubhouse will be 
torn away and the woman’s building erect- 
ed on that site, There is every reason to 
believe that the proposition will be carried 
out. 

The first suggestion of a change was 
made yesterday morning by President 
Collier.: For some time he has been dis- 
satisfied with the location of the building. 
The building site is not a commanding 
one, and obstructs the view from several 
of the buildings, On this ground it has 
often been objected to, both by the ladies’ 
board and by others connected with the 
exposition, 

‘The site of the building is just to the 
southeast of the manufactures building, 
and west of the transportation building. 
The site is lower than that of almost any 
other building on the grounds. 

Yesterday morning President 
took up the matter or the change 
fore he had talked to a dozen 
about it, it was found that the 
would be highly popular. Those of the 
woman’s board who were spoken to con- 
cerning it, highly indorsed the suggestion, 
and it was decided that a meeting should 
be held at once to consider the matter. 
A special session of the executive~ board 
was called for yesterday afternoon at 5:30 
o’clock, to be held in the driving. club- 
rooms after the laying of the corner stone, 

There was a large attendance of. the 
members of the board and the matter was 
thoroughly discussedi The sentiment of 
the board was-almost unanimous in favor 
of the change. 

It was shown to the board that the site 
of the driving club would be much better 
for many reasons, In the first place, it 
is proposed to erect the woman’s building 
on a permanent basis and the house will 
stand for years. The ground upon which 
it is built is only leased for a term of three 
years and at the expiration of that time 
it will revert to the owners. The disposi- 
tion of the building would depend upon the 
agreement reached by the ladies and the 
owners of the site. 

In the next place the site of the woman's 
building is not a satisfactory one, whereas 
the site of the clubhouse is a splendid one. 
Then again, the driving club property, as it 
Stands, does not harmonize either in ar- 
rangement of grounds or in style of archi- 
tecture with the general style of the ex- 
position. It was the idea of Mr. Collier 
that with the handsome woman’s building 
upon the commanding elevation now oc. 
cupied by the clubhouse the view would be 
greatly enhanced. The idea was favored 
by all and after the matter was discussed 
in all its bearings it was decided to refer 
the entire matter to a committee, with 
instructions to act upon it at once, The 
committee appointed consists of Presi- 
dent Collier, Frank P. Rice, Jack J, Spald- 
ing and Mr. Grant Wilkins, ‘This commit- 
tee will at once see all the parties interest- 
ed and will doubtless make a report:this 
afternoon at the meeting of the executive 
board. 

The exposition proposes to tear down the 
present clubhouse entirely and build the 
woman’s building where it stands. 

Three large rooms are to be set apart 
for the use of the members of the driving 
club. This, it is thought, will answer 
every purpose. After the close of the ex- 
position the woman’s building will revert 
to the club on such conditions as will be 
agreed upon, The club members seem very 
favorably disposed toward the proposition. 
Mri James McKeldin, ‘president of the 
club was at the meeting yesterday, 
but had nothing to say regarding the mat- 
ter. 

The ladies are very much in favor of the 
change and it will no doubt be made,

*There is a very animated discussion about 
the rate of dividend which the Chicago 
Gas companies are paying. Bulls on the 
property add the 1 per cent just declared 
to the 1% paid in January and call at 2% 
per cent, and refer to the unofficial an- 
houncement of 2% per cent to be paid in 
October as making the stock a 5 per cent 
stock.

Shipments of Silver. 


From The New York Indicator and Finan- 
cial News. 

The steamship Lucania will take out a 
considerable quantity of silver this trip, 
caused, many say, by a prospective demand 
for this metal to pay China’s war indemni- 
ty to Japan. A very general impression 
prevails that the indemnity will be pay- 
able in silver, as the Japanese are smart 
enough to see silver’s great value. Another 
reason, however, undoubtedly exists for the 
recent increased importation of this metal, 
The European governments are all short on 
silver. They have hoarded gold, and now 
find they must have silver as well. We 
look for considerable excitement in the 
silver market when the exact state of 
the case is realized. In the meanwhile one 
of the best things on our market to buy is 
silver certificates at present prices. 


Financial Gossip. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

The speculative situation developed no 
unfavorable symptoms the past week. Prod- 
ucts on the whole were strong. Cotton, after 
moderate concessions, advanced buoyantly, 
closing at the highest point reached in 
months, a point which involved an increase 
of many millions in the assets of the south. 
Wheat, the last important staple to respond 
to figure in the rise, advanced Saturday in 
a way that recalled the bull markets of 
fommer years. 

In its bearing on railway securities the 
effect of all this was to increase the already 
bullish sentiment in Wall street. [t removed 
the 5-cent cotton and the 50-cent wheat 
arguments for the time being ’at least. 

As regards the volume cf trade the usual 
tests indicate that it is much below the 
normal, Bank clearings for the past week 
at $979.000,000 are $73,000,000 larger than a 
year ago when business was dull, but de- 
creased $241,000,000 from the corresponding 
period of 1892 when it was active. It is 
pointed out that low prices account for 
much of this year’s contraction, but little 
is said of the recent increased speculation 
in its effect on clearings. 

Earnings are less favorable, still reflect- 
ing dull trade and short crops. The second 
Week in April forty-five roads decreased 
.04 per cent compared with an increase of 
2.33 per cent by eighty-one roads the first 
week. Granger revenues continue to de- 
crease largely as reflected by St. Paul's 
returns. That southern roads are not doing 
as well as they should is indicated by the 
poor results reported by the Louisville. 

Exchange ruled strong throughout the 
week, reaching the highest point of the sea- 
son. Imports of dry goods and general mer- 
chandise were a little lighter than week be- 
fore last, but at $10,500,000 value were $3,- 
000,000 in excess of a year ago, Exports of 
staple products made a handsome showing. 
of wheat and flour equaling over 3,000,000 
bushels.

Spot cotton here was 
quiet at a decline of 1-l6c.; sales, 51 tor 
spinning and 100 delivered on contract; mid- 
diting, 615-l6c. Southern sput markets were 
generaiiy quiet and unchanged.

The ownership of tie 
wheat that came on the mirket was var:- 
ously credited to Armour, to Linn and to 
uthers of the prominent professionals whose 
wealth and standing could accept great 
losses without material injury. ine force 
or the selling made itseif apparent within 
minutes efter the start, values 
gradually losing the gain and falling away 
with persistency. Just betore the close 
the scalpers attempted to get back what 
they sold early, and the effect thereof was 
tc cause a rally from the extreme irsile. 
The 14@1%c which was added to prices 
between: the close of Saturday and the 
opening today was undoubtedly owing to 
the Liverpool advices, which reported ex- 
citement with a second advance there. 
Dry weather in the southwest was also 
talked of, and the prospect was for a very 
lorge decrease in the visible suppiy. That

Chicago, April 22.—The opening this morn- 
ing was the most exciting one that the 
brokers in the wheat pit have witnessed 
for many months, and prices were any 
where from 1% to l%c above Saturdays 
close, and although offerings were neavy, 
the demand principally firm, shorts fully 
absorbed all sales, and it was not until 
values had advanced an additional %c that 
the market received a setback. By that 
time a large number of the buying orders 
had been satisfied in such large blocks that 
prices quickly receded a cent per bushel. 
A temporary halt then occurred on cover- 
ing by the early sellers, but the selling con- 
tingent still had control of the market, and 
depressed it another cent per bushel, mak- 
ing a net decline from the highest point 
of 2c per bushek ‘Trading then quieted 
down, and prices ruled dull but steady till 
the last hour, when the market duplicated 
its action of the past three days by be- 
coming strong, recovering over half of the 
decline. The visible supply showed a de- 
crease of 1,861,000 bushels, but this was off- 
set by an increase on passage of 1,900,000. 
This caused a weak fecling among some 
of the scalpers, who apparently took the 
short side around the low tigure, but they 
became free buyers when the English vis- 
ible was received, showing a decrease of 
1,250,000 bushels.

The foregoing table shows how 
light receipts have been, Nor can it longer 
be said that the falling off is due more to 
farm work than to small invisible supplies, 
The amount of wheat back in the country 
has undoubtedly been overestimated by the 
popular judgment. Moreover, Prime, the 
crop expert, says that the large amount of 
wheat which has been fed to stock this 
year is now being reflected by the light 
movement. Especially encouraging to the 
holder is. the falling off in northwestern 
receipts of spring wheat, It is the first 
time in two years that the spring wheat 
movement has not been a dead weight on 
the market. For about a month arrivals at 
Minneapolis and Duluth have fallen mate- 
rially below the record of a year ago, An 
other sustaining influence is the improved 
cash demand. Millers seem to be buying 
freely everywhere and, as one house puts it 
‘the fact that cash wheat in some of the 
principal markets is selling at the price of 
the May delivery, or at a small premium 
in some places, tends to inspire confidence 
in the strength of the situation.’’

Mecting of the Rate Committee of the 
- Passenger Association, 


ALL THE G. P. A'S COMING TOMORROW 


Mr. Barbour Thompson Is Here — Liti- 
gants Against the Southern Will- 
ing to Withdraw. 


The rate committee of the Southern States 
Passenger Association will hold its first 
meeting in this city tomorrow at the rooms 
of the association in the Equitable building. 
The meeting will bring together all the 
leading general passenger agents in the 
south who are members of the association, 
including General Passenger Agent W. A. 
Turk, of the Southern; Passenger Trafiic 
Manager B. W. Wrenn, of the Plant; Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent McDonald, of the 
Florida Central and Peninsular; General 
Freight and Passenger Agent Jackson, otf 
the Georgia railroad; General Passenger 
Agent C. E. Harman, of the Western and 
Atlantic; General Passenger Agent C, P. 
Atmore, of the Louisville and Nashville; 
Assistant General Passenger Agent 8, H. 
Hardwick, of the Southern; General Pas- 
senger Agent Haile, of the Central; Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent John A, Gee, of the 
Atlanta and West Point, and many others. 

It will be a full attendance and the work 
of the committee will be the most impor- 
tant that has been brought up for a long 
time before that. body. 

It being the first meeting of the rate com- 
mittee of the passenger association since 
the new commissioner, Mr. W. W. Findley, 
has come to take charge of the work, more 
than usual interest is manifested in the 
duties before the passenger agents, It will 
be the first meeting of any kind that Com- 
missioner Findley will have presided over 
since he was elected to his present office 
and will bring him face to face with the 
new acquaintances he will have to make. 

The chief work of the committee, accord- 
ing to the table of listed subjects for con- 
sideration, will be the revision and adoption 
of the rules for the government of the rate 
committee of the association, Since the old 
Southern Passenger Association died out 
and the new Southern States Passenger 
Association was formed the rules of the 
former organization have been agreed to 
for the purpose of bridging over until the 
next meeting of the committee, when they 
are to be revised and changed in whatever 
particular may be deemed wise by the com- 
mittee. 

It is thought that the summer tourist 
rates will be the next most important mat- 
ter before the rate fixers. They have not 
as yet made out the list for the summer 
pleasure seekers, which are usually put 
into effect the Ist of May, It is probable 
that the old rates of last year will not be 
changed to any particular degree, and that 
they will remain in vogue pretty "much as 
they were last year and year before, The 
present basis of summer tourist rates is 
for distances over 150 miles 4 cents a mile 
for the round trip, and for distances less 
than 150 miles 5 cents for the round trip. 

This is a most acceptable reduction for 
those who seek pleasure and health during 
the summer months at the resorts of the 
country. The regular fare would be 8 cents 
a mile each way. 

The Association Gaining Strength. 

The Southern States Passenger Associa- 
tion has been gaining strength during the 
past few days. 

It is known that when it was first reor- 
ganized there were many lines that failed 
to sign the new articles of agreement. 

There are abundant signs which go to 
show, however, that all these differences 
will be adjusted and that the association 
will regain its former prestige. 

All of the Fiorida lines have already 
come into the association and there will be 
no further trouble in that direction. The 
whole of the Plant system is now in the 
association and the Jacksonville, Tampa 
and Key West has joined. 

The only trouble that now prevails is the 
fear that the Queen and Crescent will get 
at some of its old tricks and give the asso- 
ciated roads some trouble. 

“T am in hopes that the association can 
be strengthened in the western _ slopes,” 
said Commissioner Findley yesterday to 
The Constitution,’’ and I feel confident that 
all the leading lines of the south realizing 
that their interests wilt be guarded by 
membership in the association will in due 
season join again. I have an abiding faith 
in the scope of usefulness of the association 
and I am much disposed to think that the 
railroads of this territory will all find it 
to their interests by and by to join.” 


MR. THOMPSON'S NEW OFFICE. 


The Assistant General Superintendent 
of the Southern Busy Yesterday. 

Mr. Barbour Thompson, who was lately 
made assistant general superintendent for 
the entire mileage of the Southern railway, 
with headquarters in Atlanta, has estab- 
lished his office in the old rooms occupied 
by Superintendent Dodson in the past. 

Mr, Thompson was a very buey man yes- 
terday. He is having his office all cleared 
up and newly painted and was forced to 
make his temporary headquarters in the 
office of Assistant General Passenger Agent 
S. H, Hardwick, across the hall. 

Mr. Thompson has lost no time in getting 
down to business, however, and was out 
at the yards of the Southern yesterday. 

Chief Clerk Smith, formerly with Major 
C. H. Hudson, general manager of the 
western system at Knoxville, has come to 
Atlanta to take the office of chief clerk to 
Mr. Thompson. 

All of the superintendents of the western 
system will report to Mr. Thompson here, 
or else be referred by him to the general 
superintendent, W. H. Green, at Washing- 
ton.
